In this way the role of the Youth 
League and youth in all the political, econo- 
mic and cultural domains should be further 
enhanced. 

First of all, the Socialist Working Youth 
League and the entire Korean youth should 
be immensely loyal to the leadership of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea. Our youth should 
closely rally around the Workers’ Party, 
firmly arm themselves with the ideas of the 
Workers’ Party and should strive to carry 
through the line and policy of the Workers’ 
Party with all their energy and talent. 

Secondly, our youths should take an ac- 
tive part in socialist construction. Young 
people should strive to consolidate and de- 
velop the socialist system established in the 
northern half of the Republic and to build 
the North into an unconquerable base of the 
Korean revolution and firmer stronghold of 
the communist movement in our country. 

Thirdly, the Korean youth should stand 
in the van of the nation-wide struggle for 
the country’s unification. Our young people 
should, in firm unity with the patriotic, de- 
mocratic youths in South Korea, fight still 
more vigorously and courageously for driv- 
ing out the U.S. imperialists from South Ko- 
rea and overthrowing their minions and for 
attaining the complete liberation and inde- 
pendence of our nation. 

Fourthly, the Korean youth should rein- 
force the solidarity with all the world pro- 
gressive youths and, in unity with them, op- 
pose imperialism and fight for peace, demo- 
cracy, national independence and the victory 
of sccialism. 

By uninterruptedly and resolutely striving 
under the leadership of the Workers’ Party 
to fulfil the historical mission assigned to 
them, our Socialist Working Youth League 
and the entire young people will explore a 
happier future of their own, make fresh, 
great exploits for the fatherland and people 
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and will contribute to the common cause of 
the world progressive youths and people. 


Comrades! 

Youths are progressive fighters for social 
development and a new generation repre- 
senting the future society. Vivacity, brimm- 
ing energy, bravery, fearlessness and tire- 
lessness are the characteristics of youths. 
Young people are sensitive to the new, have 
a strong enterprising spirit, and love justice 
and truth for which they fight defying fire 
and water. Thanks to such fine qualities 
young people can perform a very important 
role in social revolution and in construction 
of a new society. 

However, whether or not young people can 
really play a big role in social progress de- 
pends on what kind of leadership they are 
given and how they are educated and train- 
ed. Only when the youth are given correct 
leadership and education, can they give full 
play to all their noble qualities, do a big 
job for society and the people and grow into 
reliable workers shouldering the future of 
their country and nation. 

It is none other than the Workers’ Party 
of Korea that leads the youth movement in 
our country, educates the youth in progres- 
sive ideas and indicates a correct road of 
struggle before them. 

The Workers’ Party is the guiding force 
of our people and the headquarters of the 
Korean revolution. Our Party is a glorious 
Party which has grown from the deep root 
of the anti-Japanese armed struggle and an 
invincible Party tested and seasoned in a 
great revolutionary struggle. By creatively 
applying Marxism-Leninism to the practice 
of Korea, our Party always indicates a cor- 
rect line of struggle for the popular masses 
and confidently leads them to victory. 

Freedom and happiness of our people are 
unthinkable and the development of the 
youth movement and a brighter morrow of 
the youth cannot be expected apart from the 
leadership of our Party. 

The Korean youth should always be faith- 
ful to the leadership of the Workers’ Party, 
no matter where and under what circum- 
stances they may work. Fidelity to the Party 
— this must be the basis of the activities of 
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the youth organisations and all the youth of 
our country. 

To be faithful to the Party means defend- 
ing and guarding the Party, rallying close 
around the Party and striving to carry 
through all the lines and _ policies of the 
Party through thick and thin. 

The Socialist Working Youth League 
should arm more thoroughly the youth or- 
ganizations, from the Central Committee to 
the primary organizations, and youths with 
the Party ideas and unite them closer around 
the Party. Our youths should staunchly de- 
fend the line and policy of the Party, put 
every ounce of effort into the implementation 
of the Party policy and devote all their e- 
nergy and talent to pushing it through to 
the end. 

Our youth are the reserve of the Workers’ 
Party and the future master of our father- 
land. The future development of our revolu- 
tion and the morrow of our fatherland de- 
pend on the youth. When the youth grow 
into the Red fighters of the Party firmly 
prepared politically and ideologically, our 
revolutionary cause will continue to advance 
vigorously and our fatherland will prosper 
still further. 

Particularly, today the political and ideo- 
logical education of the youth assumes 
greater importance in view of the historical 
epoch our young generation is in and the 
weighty mission they are shouldering. 

Our youth are living in the most glorious 
age in the history of our country which was 


ushered in by the anti-Japanese partisans 


through a bloody struggle and has been 
brought into bloom by our Party and people 
through a heroic struggle. You are living in 
an age of transforming our society revolu- 
tionarily, doing away with the centuries-old 
backwardness and _ poverty of the country 
and making a leap towards progress and 
civilisation, an age of great struggle for 
completely liberating our nation and build- 
ing a unified, independent and prosperous 
fatherland. 

Our youth are young revolutionary fight- 
ers and young constructors who were born 
in this great age and are creating a bril- 
liant, new history of the fatherland. Our 
growing, new generation is entrusted with 
the sacred mission of taking over and deve- 
loping the brilliant tradition and exploits 
made in the Korean communist movement 


from the period of the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle to socialist construction today and 
ensuring the complete victory of socialism 
and communism in Korea. The youth can 
fulfil this lofty historical mission only when 
they are firmly prepared politically and ideo- 
logically. 

Therefore, the political and ideological 
education of the youth should be made the 
most important task of the Socialist Work- 
ing Youth League. 

The youth should, above all, be firmly 
armed with the theory of all-conquering 
Marxism-Leninism and the ideology and will 
of our Party. 

Marxism-Leninism is the theory of scien- 
tific communism and the guiding ideas of 
our Party. Only when one acquires Marx- 
ism-Leninism can one correctly appraise the 
constantly changing internal and interna- 
tional situations and find a clear-cut way to 
the victory of revolution and can one fight 
unwaveringly with firm confidence in the 
future of socialism and communism under 
any complicated and difficult circumstances. 
Our youth should make tireless efforts to 
grasp fully the great theory of Marxism- 
Leninism and firmly arm themselves with 
the communist world outlook. 

Marxism has been developed and enrich- 
ed amid the struggle against all sorts of 
reactionary bourgeois ideologies and oppor- 
tunism. The struggle between Marxism- 
Leninism and ideological trends of all hues 
hostile to it reflects the class struggle in the 
modern society and it will continue as long 
as there is the class struggle. Therefore, the 
Struggle for acquiring Marxism-Leninism is 
not a mere theoretical pursuit but an acute 
ideological struggle. 

Today, in the international communist 
movement, revisionism has raised its head 
and it is frantically attacking Marxism- 
Leninism. The modern revisionists, as all 
the revisionists did in the past, are trying to 
eradicate the revolutionary essence of Marx- 
ism-Leninism and _ replace it with rightist 
opportunism. Complying with the demand of 
the imperialists, they have not only renounc- 
ed revolution themselves but are trying to 
prevent others from making revolution. Plac- 
Ing their hope, particularly, in those youths 
Who lack in Marxist-Leninist culture and re- 
volutionary tempering, the modern revision- 
ists are spreading poison of opportunism a- 


mong them and scheming to disarm them 
ideologically and degenerate them. 

The Youth League should further streng- 
then the ideological struggle so that the re- 
visionist trend cannot make way into the 
ranks of the youth movement in our country. 
The Marxist-Leninist education of the youth 
should be carried on vigorously in combina- 
tion with the struggle against revisionism in 
order to enable our youth to draw clear dis- 
tinction by themselves between true Marx- 
ism-Leninism and revisionism and oppose 
revisionism resolutely and defend the purity 
of Marxism-Leninism. 

To possess Marxism-Leninism means 
grasping the essence of this theory and 
knowing how to apply it to revolutionary 
practice. We should learn the ideology and 
method of Marxism-Leninism so that we can 
apply it to our revolutionary practice. We 
should make a deep study of this theory in 
combination with the reality of our country, 
the strategy and tactics of our revolution 
and our day-to-day work and make it our 


powerful ideological and theoretical weapon 


in the revolutionary struggle and construc- 
tion work. 

Dogmatism should be rebuffed in studying 
the theory of Marxism-Leninism and the ex- 
periences of the international communist 
movement. 

The dogmatists try to swallow down the 
experiences of other countries in a lump sum 
and follow them mechanically. They do not 
study the national peculiarities and historic- 
al conditions of their own countries, nor 
strive to apply Marxism-Leninism creatively 


in conformity with the practice of their coun- 


tries. If one slides into dogmatism and loses 
independence, he, in the end, tends to rely 
upon others only, not believing in his own 
strength, and blindly follows others, failing 
to distinguish right from wrong. 

Our youth should oppose dogmatism and 
establish national identity more firmly both 
in enhancing their ideological and theoretic- 
al standards and in practical work. The 
study of the past and present of our country 
and the history of the struggle of our people 
should be intensified among the youth and 
the consciousness of national independence, 
and national pride should be further enhanc- 
ed among them. 

The basic task of the Korean youth is to 
complete the Korean revolution and build 
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socialism and communism in Korea. If our 
youth are to fulfil this task, they must study 
profoundly the universal truth of Marxism- 
Leninism and the line and policy of our 
Party, its creative application to the reality 
of Korea. 

The correct strategy and tactics of the Ko- 
rean revolution can be grasped and correct 
ways be found in all our work only through 
the study of the line and policy of our Party. 
One can think and act as the Party wills 
and acquire confidence and fighting spirit 
and passion in the struggle for carrying 
through the Party policy only when he is 
deeply imbued with the line and policy of 
the Party. 

Our youth should grasp the essence of the 
Party policy and deeply realise its correct- 
ness and vitality by studying and learning 
daily the line and policy of the Party. Thus, 
we should see to it that the line and policy 
of the Party become the ideas of the youth 
themselves, their firm conviction and the 
guide to all their activities. 

What is particularly important in the ideo- 
logical education of the new generation is 
class education and education in the revolu- 
tionary tradition. 

Today a fierce class struggle is progress- 
ing between the international working class 
and the imperialist reactionary forces on a 
world-wide scale and the class struggle is 
going on within the socialist countries as 
well. Particularly, our country is divided in- 
to the North and the South and we are 
struggling for the accomplishment of the 
national-liberation revolution, while building 
socialism in the face of U.S. imperialism, the 
chieftain of world reaction. 

We must not set our minds at rest, al- 
though the socialist system has already won 
victory, the exploiting classes have been 
liquidated and livelihood has been improved 
in the northern part of the Republic, but 
must further strengthen the class education 
and the education in the revolutionary tra- 
dition among the entire working people, 
especially the newly growing, younger 
generation. 

The young people should know how ruth- 
lessly the imperialists, landlords and capi- 
talists oppressed and_ exploited their 
parents in the past and should not forget 
that still today the South Korean people are 
undergoing undescribable sufferings under 
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the reactionary rule of the U.S. imperialists 
and their stooges. The youth should know 
all the aggressive and predatory acts com- 
mitted by the imperialists headed by the 
United States everywhere in the world and 
the lot of the peoples who have not yet 
been liberated. 

Our youth> should always make a pro- 
found study of the glorious revolutionary 
tradition and exploits of struggle made by 
the anti-Japanese partisans and learn from 
their lofty revolutionary spirit. The better 
the living of our youth becomes, the deeper 
they should bear in mind that our socialist 
system and the happy, new life are precious 
gains won by the arduous struggle waged 
and enormous sacrifice made by the re- 
volutionary forerunners. 

Thus the entire youth should be made to 
realise thoroughly the aggressive nature of 
imperialism and the exoloiting nature of 
the landlord and capitalist classes, hate 
them more deeply and fight more staunchly 
against imperialism and the exploiting sys- 
tem. All our youth should be firmly armed 
with ardent socialist patriotism and prole- 
tarian internationalism. 

It is important to educate the youth in 
the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and 
unbending fighting spirit. 

We must be determined to defend the re- 
volutionary gains and achieve the com- 
plete unification and independence of the 
fatherland with our own force and build so- 
cialism and communism in our country with 
our own labour and home resources. The 
youth, displaying the spirit of self-reliance 
ever higher, should find out what falls short 
of the need, manufacture what we don’t have 
and forge ahead through ll difficulties 
courageously. The revolutionary style of 
work and revolutionary mode of life should 
be established more thoroughly among the 
youth. 


It is the characteristics of the youth to 
cherish a grand ambition and ideal and 
fight for them zealously. The youth should 
be educated in the spirit of loving the fu- 
ture and they should be led to struggle with 
vim and vigor always with the ardent as- 
pirations for the future of socialism and 
communism and firm confidence in victory. 
All the places where the youth work, study 
and live should seethe with the passion of 
youth, be filled with revolutionary romanti- 


cism and wrapped in a bright and animat- 
ed atmosphere. 

Thus we should see to it that the entire 
youths become communist fighters bound- 
jessly faithful to the Party and revolution 
and fulfil with credit the revolutionary tasks 
set by the -Party. 


Comrades! 

Under the leadership of the Party, our 
working people have established an advanc- 
ed, socialist system and laid the solid foun- 
dation of an independent national economy 
in the northern half of the Republic. Our 
socialist system and the independent econo- 
mic foundation are the source of the free- 
dom and happiness of our people and a 
powerful material guarantee for the unifica- 
lion and independence of the country and 
for the victory of socialism in the whole of 
Korea. 

It is an important task confronting the 
Socialist Working Youth League and the 
youth today to consolidate and develop the 
socialist system established in the northern 
half of the Republic and further increase the 
night of the socialist fatherland. 

Socialism and communism can be built 
only by conscious, creative labour of milli- 
ens of the working people. Especially, the 
youth, vigorous and courageous, are a great 
force on the labour front for the building 
of a new society. 

Our youth should cultivate a communist 
attitude toward labour and take a most ac- 
tive part in the labour struggle for social- 
ist construction. 


Sincerity toward labour is the basic cri- 
terion of the communist. Only he who sin- 
cerely and energetically works for society 
and the entire people and constantly tem- 
pers himself through labour can become a 
true communist. 

Gur young men and women must love 
labour and regard it as the most honoura- 
ble thing and must hate and reject the 
aversion to work and loafing as the idea 
of the exploiting class. Our youth should all 
display conscious enthusiasm and devotion 
In labour and voluntarily abide by labour 
discipline. 

As a shock-brigade in socialist construc- 


tion, the youth should always take the lead 
in arduous, difficult undertaking and should 
work with all their energy and talents in 
industry, rural economy and all other do- 
mains of the national economy. The entire 
youth should make new, more brilliant labour 
exploits in socialist construction by dis- 
playing a high degree of communist labour 
spirit and devoting themselves to the gran- 
diose labour struggle. 


Technical revolution must be carried out 
without fail to build a developed socialist 
society. Only when the labour enthusiasm 
of the working people is combined with 
modern technique can we achieve the high 
productive forces of the socialist society 
and produce an abundance of material 
wealth while doing the work with more 
ease. 

Today our country finds itself in a period 
of overall technical reconstruction of the 
national economy. Relying upon the foun- 
dation of heavy industry we have already 
laid, we must equip all the branches of the 
national economy with modern machinery 
and technology and introduce in a big way 
the achievements of modern science in pro- 


duction through the mobilisation of the 
creativeness and _ talents of our working 
people. 


It is the youth who are sensitive to the 
new and are highly enterprising that should 
take the lead in fulfilling the task of the 
technical revolution. Devolving upon the 
young socialist builders of our age is the 
historical mission of turning our country, 
once removed far from machine civilisation, 
into a rich and powerful, modern industrial 
state and liberating from hard labour our 
working people, who had suffered for a long 
time from all kinds of hard toil under the 
colonial rule. The entire youth should devote 
all their wisdom and talents to the imple- 
mentation of this honorable mission assign- 
ed to them. 

Our youths should be most active and bold 
in introducing and popularising new techni- 
que. Young people should strive everywhere 
to mechanise and automate production pro- 
cesses, eliminating backward, primitive tech- 
nique, and to set up new norms and new 
records, toppling outlived technical norms. 

One of the most important questions in 
carrying out technical revolution is to sum- 
mon up the wisdom and creativeness of the 
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broad masses and correctly combine science 
and experiences. Finer and more successes 
can be achieved in technical development 
only when the young workers and peasants, 
young scientists and technicians learn from 
each other and help each other and when 
the bold initiative and original ideas of the 
youth are integrated with the experiences 
of old hands. Young socialist constructors 
should effect collective technical innovations 
in all branches of the national economy, 
highly displaying such cooperative spirit. 

If our young people are to become cham- 
pions of technical revolution, they must be 
possessed of scientific and technical know- 
ledge. 

Able scientific and technical cadres should 
be trained among young people without in- 
terruption on a large scale and all the youths 
should acquire more than one kind of tech- 
nique. Every young socialist constructor 
should steadily endeavour to elevate the 
level of his technique and skill and master 
technique in the domain he is engaged in. 

Socialist working people should be able 
not only to augment the wealth of the coun- 
try through their creative labour but take 
good care of the common property of society 
and do the housekeeping well. 


As the genuine master of the country, our 
youth should take the attitude of the master 
who assumes the responsibility for the 
housekeeping of the state. 

Our young people should value common 
property more than personal property and 
vigorously fight against all practice im- 
pairing the common property. They should 
look after and properly manage production 
establishments and production installations 
such as factories, mines, farms, fishing 
grounds, irrigation set-ups, railways, har- 
bours and roads, as well as schools, hospi- 
tals, libraries, theatres and all other cultural 
and public health installations. They also 
should protect all mountains and rivers of 
their country and treasure and love even a 
tree and a blade of grass as property of the 
people. 

Everyone should direct deep concern to 
the development of state economy and 
joint economy and should endeavour to keep 
in good order and sparingly use all wealth 
of the country, big or small, and see to it 
that they are used most effectively for the 
improvement of the _ people’s wellbeing. 
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Young people should steadfastly endeavour 
to make our land more beautiful and build 
towns and villages in an orderly manner, 
convenient for living. 

Our youth, as new men of the new society, 
should also become advanced fighters who 
create new socialist culture of life. They 
should fix up the towns and villages they 
live in and their work places, schools and 
homes neatly and culturally. 

Thus, all kinds of backwardness left to us 
by the old society must be liquidated and 
all parts of our country be turned into a 
flowering socialist paradise. 

What is most important for expediting 
socialist construction, socialist rural cons- 
truction in particular, is to steadily streng- 
then the unity between the working class 
and peasantry, between the young workers 
and young peasants and maintain closer 
cooperation between them. 

Today we are confronted with the vast 
tasks of socialist rural construction. We 
must overcome the lag of the countryside be- 
hind town and gradually eliminate the 
distinctions between town and country by 
powerfully impelling the technical, cultural 
and ideological revolutions in the country- 
side and consolidating and developing the 
agricultural cooperative economy.

When the working class and peasantry, 
the young workers and young peasants 
march ahead in firm unity and closely coop- 
erate with each other, industry and agri- 
culture will rapidly develop and socialist 
towns and socialist countryside will pros- 
per still more and the workers and peas- 
ants will all enjoy a bountiful and cultural 
life. 

To defend the country is the most sacred 
and honorable duty of our youths. 

To safeguard our socialist fatherland is 
to defend the great revolutionary gains 
won by our people through an arduous 
struggle under the guidance of the Party, 
to defend the happy life of our workers, 
peasants and all other working people and 
to defend our revolutionary base, the euar- 
antee for the complete liberation of the 
Korean nation and for the victory of soci- 
alism in the whole of Korea.

Our youth and students and children 
Should study, study and study to acquire 
much knowledge needed in the construction 
of a new society. 

A rigid discipline in study should be

To liquidate the colonial rule of U.S. im- 
perialism in South Korea and accomplish 
the national liberation revolution is the 
Supreme national task confronting the en- 
tire Korean people and the Korean youth.

and their stooges. The South Korean youths 
are subjected to intolerable maltreatment 
and humiliation and even their right to ex-

selves from such unhappy, painful situa- 
tion at the earliest date. In South Korea 
an immediate end should be put to fascist 
suppression and terrorism against the 
youth, and democratic freedom and right 
be ensured them. All the youth and chil- 
dren including the sons and daughters of 
the labouring masses should be made to 
receive education, schools should be demo- 
cratized and the youths and students be 
provided with complete freedom of scientific 
research.

Inst them.

In the days of 
the Japanese imperialists’ rule, the youths 
and students of South Korea demonstrated 
the ardent patriotic spirit and revolution- 
ary stamina of the Korean youth through 
large-scale anti-Japanese struggles includ- 
ing the Kwangjoo students’ movement. 
Also the Syngman Rhee puppet regime 
Which had been propped up by the U.S. im-

treacherous policy of the Pak Jung Hi pup- 
pet clique and dealing a telling blow to the 
U.S. imperialist colonial rule, braving ene- 
mies’ bestial suppression and terror.

The modern revisionists are distorting 
the fundamental principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, emasculating its revolutionary 
essence, creating illusions about imperial- 
ism and compromising with class enemies 
in an unprincipled way. 

They are working to undermine the unity 
of the socialist camp and the solidarity of 
the international communist movement in 
violation of the principles of proletarian 
internationalism and are not only reirain- 
ing from revolution themselves but pre- 
venting others in every way from making 
revolution. 

They are paralysing the revolutionary 
consciousness of the working class and 
widely disseminating the bourgeois ideas 
among the working masses and, particul- 
arly, they are leading the younger genera- 
tion which has not undergone the trial of 
the class struggle to degeneration and de- 
pravity. 

Revisionism is a bourgeois ideology that 
has made its way into the labour move- 
ment. 


We should defend the purity of Marxism- 
Leninism through a relentless struggle 
against revisionism and arm the youth 
more firmly in the revolutionary spirit of 
Marxism-Leninism through this struggle. 


The League organisations should lead the 
entire members and youth to reject all the 
anti-Marxist, opportunis$ theories and car- 
ry through the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism in all spheres of life, wage a de- 
termined struggle against dogmatism and 
flunkeyism which usher in revisionism and 
the infiltration of corrupt bourgeois way of 
life and to firmly establish national identity. 

One of the important tasks confronting 
the Socialist Working Youth League is to 
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guide the work among the students and 
children in a responsible way. 

Students make up 27.7 per cent of the 
Youth League membership and, when the 
1.6 million Young Pioneers are added, it 
becomes clear that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people whom the League should 
work with are in school.

The League organizations upholding the 
teachings of Comrade Kim I] Sung defined 
the character and duties of the Korean 
Young Pioneers Corps in conformity with 
the new reality, and have endeavoured to 
train the entire children into reliable future 
builders of communism.

It is the basic demand oi the revolution 
in South Korea today to expel the aggres- 
sive forces of U.S. imperialism, root out its 
colonial rule and achieve the unification of 
the country. 

The main object of the struggle of the 
South Korean people and youths and stu- 
dents is the U.S. imperialist aggressors. 

U.S. occupation of South Korea and its 
colonial rule are the root cause of all mis- 
fortunes and sufferings of the South Kore-

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the main obstacle to progress of South Ko- 
rean society and peaceful unification of the 
country. 

The South Korean youths and students 
must decisively condemn and reject the 
piratic acts of the U.S. army beasts, the 
avowed enemy murdering and insulting our 
compatriots, resolutely reject any coopera- 
tion with the U.S. imperialist aggressors, 
give them no room to set their foot and 
drive out L.S. imperialism from South Ko- 
rea. 

They must frustrate the criminal war 
preparation scheme of U.S. imperialism of 
imposing the tragedy of fratricidal war, fight 
still more courageously against forcible 
conscription and smash to smithereens the 
reinvasion scheme of Japanese imperial- 
ism. 

While fighting against the U.S. imperi- 
alist aggressors, the South Korean youths 
and students must resolutely fight against 
the landowners, comprador capitalists and 
reactionary bureaucrats who are hindering 
the democratic development of the South 
Korean society in collusion with U.S. im- 
perialism. 

They must fight to overthrow the fascist 
dictatorial regime and abrogate all evil 
laws and for the freedom of speech, the 
press, association, assembly, strike and de- 
monstration, for the prompt release of ar- 
rested and imprisoned patriotic youths and 
students and for the freedom of activities 
of the democratic youth and students’ or- 
ganisations. 

Today the most burning problem facing 
the South Korean youth and students’ mo- 
vement is to realize its unity and cohesion. 

The entire South Korean youths and stu- 
dents must expose and shatter the heinous, 
crafty splitting machinations of the enemy 
at every step and stubbornly fight for the 
unity and solidarity of the youth and stu- 
dents’ movement. 

The sporadically organized youth and 
students organisations should be gradually 
incorporated into a uniform youth and stu- 
dents organisation so as to strengthen the 
unity of action and solidarity in the strug- 
gle and become a main link of the anti- 
U.S., national-salvation united front in 
South Korea. 

Close link should be effected between the 
vouth and students’ movement and the mo- 
vement of workers and peasants in South 
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Korea. 

The prevailing situation makes an ur- 
gent call for North-South co-operation, na- 
tional amity and unity, and the country’s 
unification—a historical task of the nation. 

The Third Session of the Third Supreme 
People’s Assembly once again made _ pro- 
posals for convening a joint meeting of all 
political parties and social organisations 
of North and South Korea at the earliest 
date to form the nation-wide anti-U.S., na- 
tional-salvation united front and take mea- 
sures for national salvation, and for pro- 
moting national unity through mutual con- 
tacts and exchange of views between the 
representatives of all walks of life in North 
and South Korea. 

We hold that the North and South Kore- 
an youths and students should realise free 
travel and correspondence between them, 
exchange youth art troupes, jointly organ- 
ize art festivals and jointly explore and in- 
spect scenic spots and historical remains 
in the North and South. 

We can jointly sponsor scientific forums 
of North and South Korean students in 
Pyongyang or in Seoul and sincerely dis- 
cuss there questions of concern for our 
youths and students such as the question 
on the history of modern revolutionary mo- 
vement in Korea, on carrying forward the 
cultural legacies of our nation, building an 
independent national economy and_ the 
question of the ideal of the younger gen- 
eration. | 

In the realm of physical culture and 
sports, we can exchange athletic teams 
and resume the Pusan-Sineuijoo long-dis- 
tance relay race, an annual event before 
liberation, and inter-city football games. 

We think we can dispatch joint represen- 
tatives of North and South Korean youths 
and students to any international event 
and meeting and cooperate with each: other 
even when the delegations of the North 
and South are sent separately. 

As we announced time and again, we 
would always warmly welcome the visits 
to North Korea of South Korean youth and 
students delegations or individual youths 
and students and provide them with every 
possible condition for their free activities 
in the northern half. 


We hold that in order to solve a series 
of questions mentioned above, the represen- 


tatives of North and South Korean youth 
and students organisations or representa- 
tives of individual schools or individual 
youths and students should sit at one place, 
in Panmunjom or in other convenient place, 
{o have heart-to-heart negotiations. 

We will unite and join hands firmly with 
youths and students of South Korea, with- 
out asking their past and irrespective of 
political views, beliefs, profession, and 
class status, so long as they are patriotic 
and wish for self-sustenance and independ- 
ence of the country, against foreign agegres- 
sors. 

Today Korean youths and students in 
Japan taking great pride in and feeling 
honour of being citizens of their glorious 
fatherland—Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea—are leading a proud life and strug- 
gling resolutely. 

On behalf of the Congress, I warmly 
congratulate the Korean Youth League in 
Japan and the Union of Korean Students 
Studying in Japan on the successes in their 
work and extend militant encouragement 
to the Korean youths and students in Japan. 

We strongly demand that the freedom of 
travel to and from their home country be 
ensured to the compatriots and youth and 
students in Japan and resolutely protest 
and condemn any infringement upon their 
human rights. 


We are sure that the Korean Youth Le- 
ague in Japan will consolidate its organi- 
sation all the firmer, rally the entire Korean 
youth and students in Japan closer around 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic and thereby attain 
fresh victory in the patriotic work put forth 
by the General Association of Koreans in 
Japan.

This monstrous situation must be ended at an 
earliest date. And to remove this tragedy at the 
earliest moment is the cause of our nation, and 
we younger generation should stand in the van. 

At this grave moment, the fatherland is cal- 
ling upon you—patriotic youths and students of 
South Korea, the bulwark of freedom’ and de- 
mocracy—for your revolutionary enthusiasm and 
bravery. And the whole nation is watching your 
every move with great expectation. 

South Korean youth and students! 

Today in South Korea the crisis of U.S. colo- 
nial rule is ever worsening, while the advance 
of the masses of the people in demand of free- 
dom, democracy, rights to life, and the country’s 
peaceful unification is getting ever more active. 

Now South Korea under the rule of U.S. im- 
perialism and the Pak Jung Hi clique has been 
turned into a dark land without a shadew of free-

The U.S. imperialists are the root cause of all 
sufferings and misfortunes of the South Korean 
people and the main stumbling block to the pro- 
gress of South Korean society and the country’s 
peaceful unification.

South Korea under the name of “‘savior’’; they are 
plunderers to rob everything of South Korea with 
their ‘‘aid’’ as a bait; they are the enemy of peace 
who have turned under the cloak of ‘‘champion 
of freedom’”’ the southern part of this land into a 
military base for igniting a new war. 

Launch a resolute struggle against the United 
States imperialists, the sworn enemy of the Ko- 
rean people, with burning indignation with them! 

Lay bare the true nature of American “aid’’, 
oppose and denounce American war machinations 
and the ‘‘American way of lifel!l’’ Not an inch of 
land for them to set their foot on!

Of late getting louder is the so-called “‘anti- 
communist” clamour in South Korea. 


Prattling that ‘‘anti-ccommunism’’ is “‘the first 
axiom of the state policy,’ and that they should 
strengthen the ‘‘anti-communist setup” to “defeat 
the communists and unify the country,” U.S. im 
perialism and the Pak Jung Hi clique are mak- 
ing quite a noise about their “‘anti-communism”’ 
as if it were their cure-all remedy. But theirs is 
a shallow trick to cover up their colonial en- 
slavement policy and country-selling acts, and 
justify their nation-splitting policy. 

The past nineteen years of developments show 
that obliteration of sovereignty, economic cata- 
strophe, direst distress, and non-rights are what 
the ‘“‘anti-communist’’ schemes of the U.S. im- 
perialists and their lackeys have brought to the 
South Korean people. The more vicious the anti- 
communist’’ clamour grew, the worse became the 
South Korean people’s suffering and misfortune. 

The real enemy of the South Korean people, 
the sworn enemy of the entire Korean people, is 
no one else but the U.S. imperialists who occupy 
South Korea under the signboard of ‘“‘anti-com- 
munism’’ and _ their stooges one can count on 
One's fingers. 


It is none other than the U.S. imperialists and 
their stooges that have obliterated political inde- 
pendence in South Korea, turned it into an 
American colony, made havoc with South Ko- 
reas national economy, and reduced the peo- 
ple’s living to misery as we see today. It is also 
the U.S. imperialists and their stooges that have 
Split the Korean nation and obstructed the unifi- 
cation of the country by the Koreans without 
foreign interference. 

The South Korean people should not be fooled 


by the ‘“‘anti-communist” machinations of the 
U.S. imperialists and their stooges who are turn- 
ing things upside down. Nor should the South 
Korean people let the American imperialists 
make a mockery out of them. 

There is only one way for the South Korean 
people to cast off the catastrophic and miserable 
life—to smash the ‘‘anti-communist’’ schemes of 
the U.S. imperialists and their stooges, put an 
end to their colonial rule, and achieve the coun- 
try’s unification. 

In order to carry out this urgent national task, 
workers, peasants, and patriotic-minded people 
of all walks of life of South Korea should throw 
down the traitorous clique who are desperate in 
their ‘‘anti-ccommunist’’ schemes, and the entire 
nation pool the efforts to drive the U.S. ag- 
gressors out of the country. 

When the patriotic democratic forces of South 
Korea join with the North Korean patriotic so- 
cialist force, when the entire patriotic forces of 
the nation rally under the banner of patriotism, 
anti-U.S. and national salvation, upheld by the 
communists, the sacred cause of the country’s uni- 
fication will be realized, and a historic avenue to 
resurrection and prosperity will open before the 
South Korean people. 


1. “ANTI-COMMUNIST” SLOGAN IS A TOOL 
FOR AGGRESSION AND TREASON 


‘‘Anti-communism”’ is a stereotyped slogan of 
the imperialists for aggression, subjugation, and 
colonial exploitaton against other nations. 

From the first day of the birth of communism, 
‘“‘anti-communism’’ has been the slogan of the 
reactionary ruling circles for covering up their 
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anti-popular policy. Moreover, it has been the 
main ideological and political tool of the im- 
perialists in their home and foreign policies since 
capitalism entered the period of general crisis. 

On the subterfuge of ‘“‘anti-communism’’ the 
imperialists have enforced the policy of exploit- 
ing the workers, peasants and other toiling 
masses, oppressing the progressive forces and re- 
alising the fascistization of political and social life 
internally; and of launching imperialist aggres- 
sive wars, committing aggression against other 
countries and suppressing the national-liberation 
movement in colonies externally. 


The Japanese imperialists did so in the East, 
and nazi Germany and fascist Italy in Europe. 

Dreaming of enslaving the peoples the world 
over, these fascist states formed the aggressive 
military bloc ‘‘Anti-communist Triple Alliance,’’ 
pursued frantically policies of aggression in Asia 
and Europe, and eventually unleashed the Second 
World War to bring hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple immeasurable sufferings and miseries. 

Particularly, unprecedentedly vicious was the 
terrorist rule the Japanese imperialists practised a- 
gainst the Korean people under the name of 
“anti-communism” and the “danger of communi- 
zation.”’ 

Under the pretext of liquidating the ‘‘commun- 
ist fifth column’’ they brutally suppressed our 
people and denied them all political rights. 


Having cooked up evil laws of all descriptions 
including the notorious ‘“‘Law for Maintenance of 
Public Peace,’’ they arrested, imprisoned, and 
murdered at random patriots fighting for the coun- 
try’s independence and innocent people, young 
and old, men and women. Our soil was smeared 
with the blood of our people. Our hearts still 
grieve for those—our brothers and sisters who 
fell on the execution ground of the enemy. 


Justifying the aggressive slogans of ‘Greater 
Fast Asia Co-prosperity Sphere’ and ‘‘all-the- 
world-one-family’’ under the name of “‘anti-com- 
munism’’, the Japanese imperialists sacrificed a 
great number of young and middle aged Koreans 
by conscription and commandeering for their war 
of aggression, held life and properties of the 
Korean people in their hands, plundered all the 
natural resources of Korea, and brought untold 
hardships and poverty to the Korean people. 

Today the U.S. imperialists have emerged as 
the ringleader of ‘‘anti-communism”’ following the 
steps of the forerunners—those who have already 
been discarded into the garbage bin of history. 

U.S. imperialism that cherishes a wild dream 
of world conquest is pursuing under the name of 
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“anticcommunism” all its criminal aggressive 
policies of enslaving other peoples, forming ag- 
gressive military blocs, intensifying the arma- 
ments drive, and making preparations for a new 
war. 


To U.S. imperialism ‘‘anti-communism’’ is a 
tool of aggression against other countries to put 
them under its control. 


Here is what McCoy, a theoretical spokesman 
of U.S. imperialism, has said: The basis of the 
U.S. Far Eastern policy can be summarised as 
follows: first, we must be unfriendly to those 
countries and nations of Asia that fail to assure 
us with open or active opposition to cornmun- 
ism; second, we should scuttle any policy tinged 
with communism however slight it may be; third, 
we must give unlimited support to any sections 
and governments that are strongly anti-com- 
munist. 

Having made in this way ‘‘anti-communism’”’ 
the basis of their relations with all their victims 
of aggression, the U.S. imperialists are pursuing 
enslavement policies, pleading the need of ‘‘mili- 
tary-political alliance’ and “‘aid’’ for ‘‘anti-com- 
munism.”’ 


This bespeaks that the “‘anti-communist’’ policy 
of the U.S. imperialists is a basic means of new 
colonialism for enslaving other countries. 


The most typical and naked form of the 
knavish U.S. aggressive policies for neo-coloni- 
alist rule under the name of ‘‘anti-communism’’ 
can be seen in South Korea. 


The U.S. enslavement policy of the neo-colo- 
nialist method differs from the practises of the 
Japanese imperialists who ruled directly through 
their governor-general. Characteristic of the 
U.S. policy is the fact that it realizes its rule 
through the U.S.-engineered puppet regime that 
they set up under the good name of “aid”. 

Pleading ‘“‘protection against communist men- 
ace’ the U.S. imperialists have occupied South 
Korea militarily and concluded ‘‘treaties’ and 
“agreements” of aggressive nature with the suc- 
cessive South Korean regimes to legalize its oc- 
cupation. And they have a final say in all spheres, 
military, political, and economic. 


With the occupation of South Korea by their 
aggressive troops and with their aggressive ‘‘aid’’, 
the U.S. imperialists, having put military, politics 
and economy of South Korea under their com- 
plete colonial domination, are maintaining their 
colonial rule over South Korea. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressors hold complete 
sway over South Korea, and no trace of the 


sacred rights of our nation for independence and 
self-determination is to be noted. 

The South Korean “regime’’ is nothing but an 
instrument of U.S. imperialism for the implemen- 
tation of its aggressive policy; it is empowered 
only to repress and plunder the people to serve 
the aggressive aim of U.S. imperialism. 

Through “‘aid’’ the U.S. imperialists assume 
complete control of every phase of the South 
Korean economy and have reduced South Korea 
into an appendage to the U.S. economy. 

In South Korea, ‘‘government budgets’’, ‘‘en- 
ierprising funds,’’ major raw materials and sup- 
plies are in the hands of Americans; its foreign 
trade and domestic markets are also monopolized 
by the United States. With ‘‘aid’’ as a bait they 
have imposed the heavy burden of military ex- 
penses on the South Korean people to subject the 
South Korean people to unprecedentedly ruthless 
colonial plunder. For 3.5 billion dollars of Ameri- 
can “‘economic aid,’’ South Korea was robbed of 
about 10 billion dollars of wealth. And the entire 
South Korean people have been made the victim 
of colonial plunder. 

The South Korean army is maintained not for 
national defence; it is a mercenary army to serve 
the aggressive designs of U.S. imperialism, and 
the U.S. aggressors hold the prerogative of su- 
preme command of the South Korean army com- 
pletely. 

The American culture and way of life forced 
on the people by U.S. imperialism have turned 
south Korea into a “‘cultural colony’’ of America, 
trampling down mercilessly the national tradi- 
tion, dignity, culture, and all noble customs and 
manners of the Korean nation. 

It is a stern reality that South Korea has been 
reduced to a complete colony of U.S. imperialism 
in the political, economic, military, cultural and 
all other fields. 

The ulterior aim of the U.S. imperialists’ 
clamour about ‘‘communist menace’’ in Korea is 
only to shield such aggressive crimes of theirs. 

“Communist aggression’ is a term invented by 
the U.S. imperialists. It is nothing but a shield 
for covering up their occupation of South Korea 
and their aggressive schemes against the whole 
of Korea and for hoodwinking the South Korean 
people.”” (Kim Il Sung) 


The so-called ‘‘communist menace’”’ in Korea has 
never existed, nor can it exist. 

How and to whom can on earth the sacred ef- 
forts and struggle of the communists be a menace 
the communists who are striving heart and soul 
for socialist construction and for prosperity and 
growth of the nation for generations to come, long- 


ing for the country’s peaceful unification, the un- 
animous aspiration of the thirty million Korean 
people? 

Let us ask: Who was it that raising the uproar 
of “‘march north’ from the first day of liberation 
committed armed invasion against North Korea 
frequently in Kobong, Songak, Eunpa mountains 
and other areas on the 38th Parallel, while mak- 
ing frantic preparations for a fratricidal war? Who 
was it that in defiance of the unanimous aspira- 
tions of the Korean people for peaceful unification 
forced the three-year long bloody war and untold 
sufferings on them? It was no one else but the 
U.S. imperialists, the ringleader of aggression and 
war, who embrace the sinister designs not only to 
perpetuate their occupation of South Korea but 
also to enslave the North Korean people as well. 


Who was it that proposed for the conclusion 
of a peace agreement between the North and the 
South and for reduction of the respective num- 
erical strength of the North and South Korean 
armies, and did everything in its power for a 
peaceful settlement of the Korean question? And 
who was it that opposed it? 

It is no one else but the U.S. imperialists that 
have caused split and tension between North and 
South Korea, and opposed a peaceful settlement 
of the Korean question. 


Who is it that occupies South Korea to force 
the political non-rights and slavery on the people, 
heap all sorts of national insults upon and to 
ccmmit terror and massacre against our people? 

It is no one else but the Yankees, the hangmen 
of the 20th century and offsprings of the human 
butcher. 

Who is it that has made havoc with the South 
Korean industry and devastated the countryside, 
thrown the South Korean economy into the abyss 
of untold catastrophe and blotted out the independ- 
ence of the national economy of South Korea? It 
is no one else but the U.S. imperialists, who are 
Squeezing out fabulous colonial super-profits by 
holding the lifeline of South Korea’s economy un- 
Cer the name of “aid’’ and by reducing South 
Korea into a market for surplus U.S. goods. 


Who is it that has condemned South Korean 
people to the direst distress in the history of four 
thousand years? Who is it that has made millions 
of the jobless and hundreds of thousands of or- 
phans roam about the streets, and made people 
destroy. themselves’ being at the end of their 
ropes? 

It is the U.S. imperialists, who are forcing the 
people to maintain an army of 600,000 strong as 
American cannon fodder and make all the human 
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and material resources serve their own aggres- 
sive purposes. 

Who is it that has reduced South Korea into 
a land of deplorable social evils where morals 
and ethics are utterly corrupt, where man- 
slaughter, robbery, swindling, and cheating are 
rampant and numerous women have been ruined? 

It is no one else but the U.S. imperialists, who 
have brought South Korea untold social unrest, 
oppressing and exploiting the people and _ pol- 
luting all the land of South Korea with their de- 
cadent way of life. 

Who is it that having revived Japanese mili- 
tarism, the sworn enemy of the Korean people, is 
working for its comeback to Korea? It is no one 
else but the U.S. imperialists, the ringleader of 
the world reactionaries, who are bent on using 
their stooges in the Far East with the Japanese 
militarists as the backbone for a tool of aggres- 
sion in Asia. 

Facts tell that there exists in Korea no ‘‘com- 
munist menace” but the constant menace engend- 
ered by the aggressive acts of the U.S. imperial- 
ists who occupy and have enslaved South Korea. 

The facts are beyond dispute. Only the U.S. im- 
perialists need ‘‘anti-communism’”’ for their ag- 
gressive policies, while it spells only the seed of 
disaster for the Korean people. 

“‘Anti-communism” is an aggressive slogan serv- 
ing the neo-colonialist domination of and rule over 
South Korea by U.S. imperialism. It is used by the 
U.S. imperialists as a cover not only for their ag- 
gressive policy but also as a tool for shielding 
the crimes of their stooges, the executors of the 
American colonial rule. 

The ‘‘anti-communist”’ policy of the traitors is 
part and parcel of the imperialist policy for cov- 
ering up its aggressive policy. 

Those who cling to ‘‘anti-communism” are a 
handful of the cat’s paws of imperialism who have 
betrayed the nation. 

With the very slogan of ‘‘anti-ccommunism”’ 
they are attempting to justify their traitorous 
activities to bolster the colonial rule of their 
masters and hoodwink the people. 

History is a witness to the _ traitorous 
nature of the ‘“‘anti-communist’”” elements. All 
those who follow the ‘“anti-communist’’ policy of 
the imperialists were, without exception, Japan- 
ese running dogs that took a leading part in im- 
prisoning and murdering Korean patriots and 
oppressing and _ exploiting the Korean people 
when Korea was under the Japanese rule; today 
they are at the beck and call of U.S. imperialism 
to serve its aggressive policy. 

Pak Jung Hi, the present boss of the “‘anti- 
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communist’? fascists of South Korea, is also a 
traitor of this hue. 


He was the pet dog of the Japanese inr- 
perialists, ead today is a U.S. agent and a re- 
volting traitor. 

Wirepulled by the U.S. imperialists the Pak 
Jung Hi clique clamouring about “anti-com- 
munisru’’ are engaged in traitorous acts of main- 
taining the U.S. colonial rule. Carrying the sign- 
board of ‘‘anti-communism’’ that their masters put 
in their hands, they are attempting to bolster the 
U.S. imperialist colonial rule. To this end, they 
fawn upon the foreign imperialists while inter- 
nally working to perpetuate the split of the coun- 
try and brutally suppressing the people. 


The pro-American stooges are using the “‘anti- 
communist” slogan, first of all, as an excuse for 
selling the country to the imperialist aggressors. 
They are prattling that they must strengthen the 
ties with the United States for ‘“‘anti-com- 
munism’’. 

Let us ask, what this is—‘“‘ties with the U.S. 

It means one thing: Relations of master and 
servant between U.S. imperialism as the colonial 
ruler and South Korea as the colony. To streng- 
then the ties with America is tantamount to the 


intensification of South Korea’s subordination to 


U.S. imperialism and complete obliteration of 
sovereignty once and for all. 

It is unthinkable to picture independence and 
self-dependence under the so-called ‘‘ties’’ with 
imperialism. 

The United States is the ringleader of modern 
imperialism. From its own aggressive nature, 
imperialism proverbially infringes upon other na- 
tion’s sovereignty. 


Whether it is trimmed with the signboard of 
the United Nations or embellished with the name 
of “‘aid’’, the essence of the question will re- 
main as what it is. Consequently, betrayal to 
one’s country is the only path open for those 
who clamour about ‘‘ties’’ with the imperialists. 


Under the slogan of ‘‘anti-communism,”’ the 
traitors do not hesitate to commit any traitor- 
ous acts of surrendering the sovereignty and des- 
tiny of the nation to the will of Washington. With 
the hue and cry about ‘“‘communist menace,’’ they 
put the country at the mercy of the foreign ag- 
gressive forces, begging for a prolonged occupa- 
tion of South Korea by the U.S. army, root cause 
of all hardship and sufferings of the Korean peo- 
ple, and they cover the brutalities and intolera- 
ble national insults of the U.S. imperialist ag- 
gressive army against the South Korean people. 

Under the pretext of strengthening the “‘anti- 


communist stronghold in the Far East,” they con- 
{inue to beg for the U.S. aggressive ‘‘aid’’ and 
sell off all military, political and economic art- 
eries of South Korea to the U.S. imperialists. 

Talking about ‘‘the anti-communist national 
morals,’ or ‘‘anti-communist moral education,” 
they are importing the Japanese culture, not to 
speak of Yankee culture, to spread decadent ten- 
dencies and trample down the national culture of 
Korea. 

The American running dogs holding the “‘anti- 
communist” signboard went so far as to openly 
declare that they would join hands with the 
Japanese militarists even if such an act “earn 
them a name of Li Wan Yong and traitors.’’ And 
they do not shrink from becoming shameful 
guides to the Japanese militarists’ comeback to 
South Korea—the Japanese militarists who sub- 
jected the Korean people to slavery for nearly 
half a century. 

Having put on the bargaining table all their 
cards related with the national interests of the 
Korean people including that of “property 
claims,’ they are making haste to bring the 
criminal ‘“‘South Korea-Japan talks’’ to an early 
conclusion; in collusion with the Japanese mili- 
tarists they are set to invite not only Japanese 
monopoly capital but also its aggressive armed 
forces to South Korea. 

Now the Japanese militarists who are invited to 
South Korea are treated as masters, and they are 
strutting about ithe streets of Seoul. Japanese 
monopolies including ‘‘Mitsui’’, ‘‘Mitsubishi’’, 
“Sumitomo”’, that sucked the blood of the Kore- 
an people in the past are extending their evil 
hands to every branch of the South Korean 
economy. 

South Korea is facing the grave danger of 
being reduced to a double colony of American 
and Japanese imperialism. 

‘“Anti-communism,”’ the tool of imperialist ag- 
gression, only means subordination; the true 
colour of the pro-American ‘‘anti-communist’’ ele- 
ments is nothing but treason against the nation. 

To be sure, the South Korean ‘“‘anti-commun- 
ist’’ traitors recently clamoured about the ‘‘na- 
tional subjective consciousness,’ independence 
and self-sustenance,”’ etc. But it is only to hood- 
Wink public opinion and the masses of the peo- 
ple, colouring their traitorous nature with na- 
tionalism. 

In words they are talking glibly about inde- 
pendence and self-sustenance; in deeds they sell 
the country and the nation to the American and 
Japanese imperialists. Can there be more shame- 
ful creatures than these traitors? 


What have they done to date for the realisation 
of national independence and for freeing South 
Korea from enslavement? Only the political and 
economic subordination has been further wor- 
sened and the economic catastrophe and the peo- 
ple’s hardships are going from bad to worse. 
So long as the ‘‘anti-communist’’ policy is pur- 
sued in South Korea, things cannot be otherwise. 


The pro-American stooges are using the slogan 
of ‘‘anti-communism’’ not only as a tool for trea- 
son against the country. It is also a tool for na- 
tional split by furthering internal strife and 
enmity and opposing the unification of the nation. 

The successive rulers of South Korea let the 
‘anticommunist unification’’ with outside forces 
oppose to the unification of the country without 
foreign interference which the Korean people 
aspire after so eagerly. This is to justify the 
aggressive policy of the U.S. imperialists, who 
are working for the split of the Korean nation 
and colonial enslavement of South Korea. 


The aim of the advocates of ‘‘anti-ccommunism’”’ 
in the question of unification lies in increasing 
enmity and antagonism within the nation so as 
to aggravate its split, in drawing outside forces 
in the settlement of the unification issue, in 
scheming fratricidal war, and in opposing ter- 
ritorial unification. 


That is why the pro-American “‘anti-commun- 
ist’? elements of South Korea always stood a- 
gainst our consistent efforts for settling the ques- 
tion of the country’s unification on an independ- 
ent footing. They categorically rejected our pro- 
posals for the realisation of economic and cul- 
tural exchanges, postal exchange and travel be- 
tween the North and the South as well as those 
for North-South negotiations, not to speak of our 
unification proposals for unifying the country 
through all-Korea general elections without out- 
side interference and on a democratic basis. They 
have opposed contact of any sort between the 
North and the South. 


To palaver about the “‘danger of communisa- 
tion’’ and to oppose an independent settlement 
of the unification question is to veil the aggres- 
sive machinations of U.S. imperialism which 
wore the mask of the U.N. and to place South 
Korea forever under U.S. colonial rule. 

The Korean question is an internal question 
of the Korean people, and, accordingly, it must 
be solved by the subjective strength of the na- 
tion free from intervention of the U.N. or any 
other outside force. 


The Korean people are in possession of full 
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resources and capabilities for unifying the coun- 
try on their own. 


In the light of the fact that two different sys- 
tems have been established in North and South 
Korea, the task of: unifying the country by the 
Koreans themselves should be achieved by re- 
alistic and reasonable means. 


The stark reality today is that in North Korea 
there has been firmly established a socialist sys- 
tem under the leadership of the communists and 
under the banner of this system people are unified 
rock-firm; in South Korea, however, a U.S. im- 
perialist colonial rule has been forced in de- 
fiance of the people’s will. 


Therefore, to achieve the unification by the 
nation’s own strength, it is imperative to put an 
end to the U.S. imperialist colonial rule in South 
Korea, and realize the concerted efforts and co- 
operation of the split nation and the two divid- 
ed parts of the country, irrespective of the ideolo- 
gical and political differences. 

If anyone talks about unification with ‘‘anti- 
communism” as a prerequisite, he is for unifying 
the country without the North Korean people 
united under the banner of communism—he is to 
reject the unification to all intents and purposes. 
Should there be anyone who denies the stark re- 
ality that there exists a socialist system in one 
part of the country, with whom and how is he 
proposing to unite the Korea? Would it be pos- 
sible for anyone to settle the nation’s question 
without the participation of the Korean com- 
munists? 

The ‘“‘anti-communist unification’’ is nothing 
but a nonsense that the stooges of imperialism 
cooked up with a view to barring the struggle 
of the people for the country’s unification. 

Such is the real nature of the “unification by 
prevailing over communism,’ another variety 
of “‘anti-communist unification’’ advocated by 
the traitorous Pak Jung Hi clique. 

In order to realise the ‘‘anticcommunist uni- 
fication’’, which the Syngman Rhee and Chang 
Myun regimes could not realise, they are saying 
they must “foster real strength to make a show- 
down with communism.” 


It is too clear that “prevailing over commun- 
ism’ is nothing more than a wild fancy that can 
never be realised, and that the so-called ‘‘foster- 
ing of real strength’’ of those subordinate to 
outside forces, too, is a nonsense. 

Can there be anything more ridiculous than 
for them to talk about unifying the country by 
“fostering sufficient strength’ when they are 
in such a hopeless. situation. that they cannot 
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secure even an item of raw material on their 
own, nor can they see any hope to rebuild the 
economy having reduced South Korea into a 
complete U.S. colony and destroyed the econo- 
my utterly? 

The reactionary nature of the “unification by 
prevailing over communism’’ lies not only in 
the fact that it is an absurd slogan with no fea- 
sibility. It is more ominously revealed in the 
fact that it is bent on engendering hostility in 
the nation and rekindling the tragedy of fratri- 
cidal war. 


The advocates of ‘‘anti-communist unification’ 
are clamouring about the imaginary “‘communist 
aggression’’ and are staging ever frantic war 
maneuvers and war hysteria to aggravate ten- 
sion between the North and the South. They are 
desperate in their criminal machinations for a 
fratricidal war under the pretext of ‘‘fostering 
material force’ for “prevailing over coinmun- 
ism’. 

The aim of what they call “spiritual arma- 
ment” for “prevailing over communism’ is in 
the last analysis to sow seeds of discord and 
deepen antagonism between the North and the 
South by stirring up enmity in the nation. 

As seen clearly above, the talk about ‘‘unifi- 
cation by prevailing over communism”’ is a 
scheme to strike out the question of the coun- 
try’s unification forever from the order of the 
day, to perpetuate the split of the nation, and to 
extend by force the U.S. imperialist colonial 
rule to North Korea. 

That is why those who talk about ‘“‘prevailing 
Over communism” are openly clamouring that 
the unification question ‘‘should not be handled 


in haste but should be handled taking genera- 
tions as if going through a hundred year long 
War.” 


Can this be anything other’ than acts of be- 
traying the nation? Can a mockery be greater 
than this to the South Korean people who are 
suffering untold miseries? The South Korean 
magazine Sinsajo wrote: “‘Separated from the 
North, South Korea can never stand on its own 
feet. Over the past eighteen years we have re- 
ceived a huge amount of foreign aid to sustain 
ourselves. Nevertheless, the great majority of 
the people are barely making both ends meet... 
Then driven to a tight corner, more people are 
committing all kinds of crimes... Livelihood of 
more and more. people is going from bad to 
worse. This is indeed a gruesome living hell.’’ 
Can anyone who has national conscience remain 
indifferent to such an earnest appeal? But there 


are some who oppose the beseeching voice of 
the nation that calls for news of parents and 
children, husbands and wives, brothers and sis- 
ters from whom they have not heard a word for 
jhe past nineteen years, being separated. They 
oppose this, pleading it might ‘“‘allow the com- 
munists to take advantage of it’’. Such characters 
have not a shred of national conscience. 


Those who fawn upon imperialism under the 
slogan of ‘‘anticcommunism” are the enemy of 
the nation and the enemy of the unification. Uni- 
fication will never be achieved based on “anti- 
communism.”’ 

The running dogs of U.S. imperialism also 
are using the slogan of ‘‘anti-ccommunism’”’ as a 
sanguinary instrument of suppressing the people 
to bolster the U.S. imperialist colonial rule. 

Historically, the slogan of ‘‘anti-ccommunism”’ 
goes side by side with fascism; it is a deceptive 
slogan to justify the fascist rule. 

Under the slogan of ‘‘anti-communism”’ the U.S. 
imperialists and their henchmen are using bayo- 
net and gun to suppress the just voice of the 
people against the American colonial rule, for 
the national independence, self-sustenance, and 
the country’s unification. They are brutally sup- 
pressing the elementary demands of the people 
for right to life and democratic freedoms. 


Under the same slogan they trampled under- 
foot the burning demand of the peasants for 
land, suppressed the struggle of the workers for 
democratic trade unions, an eight-hour working 
day and higher wages, denied the youth, stu- 
dents and intellectuals the academic freedom 
and freedom of research into truth, and depriv- 
ed journalists and artists of pen and stage. 

The puppet regime is the very culprit of all 
this fascist tyranny against the people of South 
Korea. 

The puppet regime, a medium of the U.S. im- 
perialist colonial rule, can find no other way 
than fascist tyranny. Because, to start with, it 
Was set up in defiance of the will of the absolute 
majority of the masses of the people; it has been 
utterly isolated from and rejected by the people. 

It is not without reason that the South Korean 
puppet ruling machinery should be formed as a 
military-police fascist setup propped up by the 
U.S. bayonets and the force of the military 
Police and special agents. 

At present in South Korea, an increasing 
number of fascist oppression organs such as the 
“Central Intelligence Department” and the ‘‘Spe- 
Cial Service Corps,’’ a den of secret police, have 
been set up, two-, three-fold networks of suppres- 


sion have been extended not only to every com- 
munity but also to every work place, even to 
schools. Now the people cannot even breathe. 

Under countless fascist evil laws such as the 
“National Security Law’’, ‘“‘Anti-communist Law”’ 
cooked up by the fascist rulers and brutal sup- 
pression, South Korea is devoid of the very ves- 
tige of such elementary democratic rights as 
the freedom of speech, the press, assembly, as- 
sociation, demonstration, etc. 

In South Korea both the demand for the ele- 
mentary right to life and the demand for human 
rights are branded as ‘“‘communistic,’’ and sup- 
pressed. 

The U.S. imperialists and their lackeys arrest- 
ed, imprisoned and_ killed a great number of 
patriotic-minded people on the charge of 
“communist fifth column’’ simply because they 
advocated the peaceful unification. 

Such being the case, how many in South Ko- 
rea would be free from being called ‘‘pro-com- 
munists’’ and from suppression? 

The massacres of innocent people in Kuchang, 
Hamyang, Sanchung, Jejoo and other parts of 
South Korea were committed under the very 
charge of ‘“‘pro-communists!’’ The military coup 
and the fascist rule in South Korea that accom- 
panied a whirlwind of bloodshed and terror were 
staged under the name of ‘“anti-communism.”’ 

No one. else but the ‘‘anti-communists’’ who 
prattle that communism is the “‘enemy of human- 
ism’ are fiendish human butchers. 

‘‘Anti-communism’”’ is a smokescreen to cover 
up the true nature of the blood-thirsty wolves. 
““Anti-communism’”’ is a tool of the heinous coun- 
ter-revolution challenging the freedom and the 
right of the workers and the peasants to life. 

It is a camouflage of the fascist rule which is 
there to wipe out the freedom of the entire peo- 
ple and indulge in traitorous activities by 
means of lawlessness and despotism, 

The ultimate end of their ‘‘anti-communism”’ 
is to sustain the U.S. imperialist colonial rule 
by checking the people’s righteous struggle aga- 
inst the U.S. imperialist aggressive policies and 
their lackeys’ traitorous activities. 

The stark reality proves that the ‘‘anti-com- 
munism”’ is a vicious aggressive tool of the U.S. 
imperialists in trampling underfoot the country’s 
sovereignty, suppressing the people, and _ split- 
ting the nation. 

‘“‘Anti-communism’’ runs counter to the South 
Korean working people’s demands for the right 
to life and democratic freedoms and the South 
Korean people’s desire for national independen- 
ce and an independent economy. It runs counter 
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to the unanimous aspiration of the thirty million 
Korean people for the country’s unification. 
‘““Anti-communism’”’ is incompatible with patri- 
otism. 
‘““Anti-communism’”’ is incompatible with inde- 
pendence and self-sustenance. 


“Anti-ccommunism” is incompatible with the 
people’s rights and public welfare. 
“Anti-communism”’ is incompatible with the 


unification of the nation. 
“Anti-communism’’ is incompatible with re- 
generation and prosperity. 


The only way to independence and _ self-sus- 
tenance and regeneration in South Korea lies in 
putting an end to the continued occupation of 
South Korea by the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
army under the slogan of ‘‘anti-communism,” 
liquidating the colonial ruling system forced 
upon the people under the slogan of ‘‘anti-com- 
munism,” and realising the country’s unification. 

The working people and all those who cherish 
the national interests should come out in a body 
in the anti-American, national-salvation struggle 
against the colonial rule of U.S. imperialism 


and its lackeys that use the signboard of “anti- 
communism’’. 


2. COMMUNISTS ARE THE PROTECTOR OF 

WORKERS, PEASANTS AND OTHER TOILING 

MASSES AND DEFENDER OF NATIONAL 
INTERESTS 


As they find themselves further driven into 
the tight corner with their tottering colonial en- 
Slavement policy facing the catastrophic danger, 
the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys are des- 
perate more than’ ever in their slander cam- 
paigns against communism. 


Having formed various reptile ‘‘anti-commun- 
ist’. propaganda machineries such as the ‘‘Head- 
quarters of the National Movement of Recons- 
truction,’ “‘Home and Foreign Affairs Research 
Institute,” ‘‘Anti-communist Freedom Centre,”’ 
“Volunteers for Crushing Communism,” ‘‘Han- 
gook Anti-communist League,’’ ‘‘Counter-intelli- 
gence Committee,” they are indulging in distort- 
ing and slandering the Marxist-Leninist theories 
and the socialist system. Particularly, the north- 
ern part of the country is the target of their 
malicious slander campaign. 


The ‘‘anti-ccommunist’’ propaganda method of 
the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys is little 
different from what their predecessor ‘‘anti-com- 
munist maniacs,’ Japanese imperialists, had em- 
ployed. 
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The world knows Japanese imperialism was 
doomed after a frantic ‘‘anti-communist’”’ cam- 
paign through such reptile organisations as the 
“Total National Strength League’’, ‘““Yamato 
Schools’’, “Ideological Patriotism League’’, 
“Green Flag League’’. 

In all parts of South Korea are held every 
day what they call ‘‘Counter-intelligence Enligh- 
tenment Movement’’, “‘Movement for Relief of 
the Bereaved of Anti-communist Patriots’, ‘‘Anti- 
communist Art Festivals’’ in addition to various 
“lectures,’’ ‘“‘get-togethers,’’ ‘‘oratorical contests’’ 
and ‘exhibitions’ on ‘‘anti-ccommunism’”’. All 
this shows clearly how far the ‘‘anti-communist”’ 
madness of the U.S. imperialists and their lack- 
eys has gone. 

However, no malicious propaganda of a hand- 
ful of ‘‘anticcommunists’” can block the great 
truth of communism. 

Communism is the most progressive thought 
of our times that represents the bright future of 
mankind. 

Communism reflects the aspiration after a ge- 
nuine society where all kinds of exploitation and 
oppression are liquidated once and for all and 
where the great principles of freedom and equ- 
ality are realised. 


Communism reflects the aspiration after a 
genuine world where the sources of aggression 
and war are liquidated and where peace and 
friendship among the peoples reigns. 

Communism reflects the aspiration after the 
paradise on earth where man’s best interests are 
ensured, and every member of society attains 
his full development intellectually, morally, and 
physically. 

Communism that generalises scientifically the 
centuries-old aspirations of mankind, the supreme 
ideals of man, was founded by Marx and Engels 
and developed by Lenin and Stalin. 


Communism came into’ being as the revolu- 
tionary ideas of the working class which was 
subjected to cruel exploitation and oppression in 
the capitalist society, and it reflects the funda- 
mental interests and aspirations of the entire 
working people oppressed and exploited. 

The communists are the vanguards of the 
working class and protectors and defenders of 
the interests of the workers, peasants, and other 
sections of the working people. 


The communists make it their lifework to 
build a communist society, that is, they work to 
put an end to the cursed social system based on 
exploitation and oppression of man by man, lib- 
erate the working class and the working people, 


and to realise freedom and happiness for all peo- 
ple. 

The communists regard it as their lofty duty, 
for the realisation of this historic cause, to unite 
{he working class and the working people and, 


leading them, to organise and mobilize the mas-. 


ses of the people to the revolutionary struggle 
against the oppressors and exploiters. 

The communists never make secret of their 
aspirations and their class stand. Convinced of 
righteousness and justness of their cause, the 
communists have no need to make secret of their 
stand. 

For a period of over a century since the 
founding of scientific communism, communism 
has overcome every trial to become the dominant 
thought in the vast areas—one-fourth of the 
world’s landed area-—and of one-third of the 
world population; it has gripped the hearts of 
hundreds of millions of men and women in all 
continents. 

Communism is righteous because it safeguards 
the interests and aspirations of hundreds of mil- 
lions of the working people; it is a truth because 
it embodies the lawful demands of social deve- 
lopment. 

Communism is mighty because it is righteous: 
it is invincible because it is a truth. 

The communists work for both the class inter- 
ests of the working people and interests of their 
nations. 

In those countries being invaded by foreign 
aggressors and in those countries at the stage 
of democratic revolution the communists set 
forth the struggle for national independence and 
democracy as the foremost task, for which they 
struggle more resolutely than any one else. 

“The communists consistently serve the peo- 
ple. They are the most genuine espousers of the 
national interests and the most genuine patriots.” 
(Kim J] Sung) 

The path of struggle traversed by the Korean 
communists clearly testifies to the fact that the 
communists have been and are the most loyal 
champions of the interests of the people and the 
nation, the most resolute fighters striving to 
Safeguard the interests of the people and the 
nation, and constitute a political force that has 
won the absolute trust and confidence of the 
Masses of the people. 


Who were the most ardent patriots that, at 
the time when our country was beset by the 
lragic fate of ruin, fought self-sacrificingly for 
the independence of the fatherland, freedom of 
the people and to recover the history and culture 


of the 
Korea. 

While the ‘‘anti-communist’’ traitors repressed 
and exploited the working people, sold off the 
country and betrayed the nation to feather their 
own nests, the communists fought more resolute- 
ly than anyone else, always standing in the van 
of the patriotic struggle of the popular masses. 
Neither prison nor the gallows of Japanese im- 
perialism could frighten them. 

In the darkest days of the Japanese imperial- 
ist rule, the Korean communists waged the pro- 
tracted, bloody armed struggle against the fiend- 
ish Japanese imperialists in the dense forests of 
Mt. Baikdoo and on the vast plains of Manchuria. 
Solely for the cause of the freedom and inde- 
pendence of the country and the liberation of 
the nation, they did not lose constancy. Grass 
roots and bark were all they had to live on; 
hunger haunted them; they sank to the ground. 
But they surmounted every hardship and depri- 
vation, and fought on until the liberation of the 
country, thus safeguarding the honour of the 


nation? They were the communists of 


nation. 
During the period of the struggle against 
Japanese imperialism the Korean communists 


proclaimed the Ten-point Programme of the 
Fatherland Restoration Association which eluci- 
dated the programmatic tasks to be carried out 
in the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal democratic 
revolution. 

The Programme called for. the bringing down 
of colonial rule of the fiendish Japanese impe- 
rialism and establishment of a genuine govern- 
ment of the Korean people to ensure the work- 
ers, the peasants and the entire people democratic 
political rights. It was also set forth in the Pro- 
gramme that all imperialist and feudal relations 
in the social and economic life be swept off, 
and a national economy and a national culture 
be rebuilt and developed so as to promote the 
interests of the entire people and the nation. 


It has been the invariable, basic stand of the 
Korean communists in their struggle for the in- 
dependent and democratic development of the 
country to oppose imperialist aggression and at- 
tain national independence, liberate workers, pea- 
sants, and other popular masses from the impe- 
rialist, feudal oppression and exploitation, and 
achieve the prosperity and development of the 
nation. 

That is why, when another national disaster 
Icomed over our heads—the occupation of South 
Korea by the U.S. imperialist aggressive army 
after liberation—the Korean communists raised 
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high the sacred banner of anti-American, natio- 
nal-salvation struggle against the foreign impe- 
rialist and their lackeys. And they waged an 
unremitting struggle to cope with the new na- 
tional calamity showing examples of patriotic 
devotion and self-sacrificing spirit for the coun- 
try and the people. 

The stand the communists take today with res- 
pect to the national question that the entire Ko- 
rean people face is clear-cut and consistent. It is 
to realise the lofty cause of the unification of 
the country so as to relieve the South Korean 
people groaning under the colonial rule of U.S. 
imperialism and to bring about prosperity and 
wellbeing of the nation. 

Today in the southern half of our country under 
U.S. occupation, workers, peasants and _ other 
popular masses are undergoing untold sufferings 
under the twofold, threefold cruel  exploi- 
tation and oppression. 


The colonial and feudal oppression and plunder 
by the U.S. imperialists and their lackeys have 
driven the working people to the direst straits 
and non-rights. They constitute the main factor 
in depriving the absolute majority of the popu- 
lar masses of the means of gaining a livelihood. 

That is why the communists regard it as the 
most urgent task facing South Korean society to 
drive out the U.S. imperialist aggressors and put 
an end to their colonial rule, to liberate the po- 
pular masses from the imperialist and feudal op- 
pression and exploitation by carrying out a genu- 
inely democratic transformation. 

We maintain that the South Korean peasants 
should be liberated from colonial and feudal op- 
pression and exploitation to become masters of 
land. 

To liberate the peasants from feudal explo:- 
tation as well as from hunger and privation, 
first of all, a thorough-going democratic land 
reform must be carried out. 

Not to speak of taking back the expropriated 
farmland from the U.S. troops, lands of the 
landlords should be confiscated to distribute free 
of charge to tillers without land or with little 
land. 

And land should be newly reclaimed to dis- 
tribute gratis to the farmers. with little land 
and to the displaced farmers; forest and water 
conservancy work be carried out to protect farm- 
ing from drought and flood. Exploitation through 


various kinds of usury should be prohibited, the’ 


money the farmers owe on land and debts imposed 
upon them be _ cancelled, and the’ miscel- 
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laneous taxes that bleed the peasants white be 
abolished. 

We hold that South Korean workers should 
be relieved from unemployment and poverty‘ and 
their life be stabilized. 

To this end, factories, mines, railways, trans- 
port, and banks owned by the U.S. imperialists, 
comprador capitalists, and national traitors must 
be confiscated and nationalized so as to liquidaie 
the relations of colonial exploitation. Then an 
eight-hour work day and a social ensurance sys- 
tem should be enforced; the working conditions 
be improved to protect workers from all labour 
accidents. 

Jobs should be provided promptly to millions 
of unemployed; the wages be raised at least to 
the level of the living cost; prices be fixed to 
stabilize their life. 

We hold that in South Korea, too, workers, 
peasants and other working people should enjoy 
democratic freedoms and rights and exercise 
their authority as masters of the state and social 
life. 


All fascist suppressive machines and all evil 
laws pressing down the workers and peasants 
should be abolished to ensure them the rights 
and freedom to take part in politics; political 
parties and social organizations representing the 
interests of the workers and peasants be ensured 
freedom of activities. 

The state power organs should be organized 
through fair, democratic elections; workers and 
peasants comprising the absolute majority of the 
population be made to send their representatives 
to the national assembly. 

Unless the demands of the workers and pea- 
sants—the ahsolute majority of the nation and 
main producers of the  society—are met, can 
neither democratic development of South Korean 
society nor growth of the national economy 
and national culture be expected. Accordingly, 
apart from the interests of the workers and pea- 
sants neither interests of the whole society nor 
those of the whole nation are thinkable. 


We maintain that the intellectuals of South 
Korea be ensured conditions to display their 
knowledge and talents to the full. 

Jobs should be given to intellectuals including 
scientists, technicians, and men of culture and 
art. Conditions and freedom of scientific research 
and creative activities be ensured for them so 
that they can devote all their knowledge and 
zeal to bring prosperity to the nation, improving 
the people’s welfare, and building a democratic 
national culture. 


We maintain that a real way to learning 
should be open for the South Korean youths 
and students, and the right to learning be grant- 
ed to all people to sweep away illiteracy and 
ignorance. 

Freedom of scientific research should be e- 
sured for the youths and students, the educa- 
tional system be democratized, a compulsory 
primary school education system be enforced, 
various kinds of contributions be abolished, and 
scholarship be given to the children of the poor 
so that none may be blocked from learning be- 
cause of lack of money. 

We hold that the South Korean women enjoy 
equal rights with men in all spheres of social 
life. 

Women who comprise half of. the population 
should be freed from every manifestation of 
maltreatment, humiliation and insult, and practi- 
cal conditions be ensured for them so that they 
can take an active part in social life. 

We also hold that protection be provided for 
the national capitalists in their business activi- 
ties, and the free development of medium and 
small enterprises be stimulated. 

National capital must be protected from en- 
croachment by foreign monopolist capital; the 
patriotic national capitalists be ensured materials, 
funds, and markets so as to relieve them from 
the crisis of bankruptcy. In this way a broad 
avenue should be open for them to make con- 
tribution to building an independent national 
economy and to bringing prosperity and pro- 
gress to the nation. 

Besides, the government must take measures 
to enforce free medical treatment for the popu- 
lation to promote their health, and to protect 
countless vagrant orphans and the aged with no 
One to rely on. Also, to stabilize the people’s 
life and improve their wellbeing various social 
and welfare measures should be adopted. 

All these assertions of ours reflect the most 
urgent demands of South Korean society, em- 
bodying the vital interests of the workers, pea- 
sants and the entire popular masses of South 
Korea, and the national wellbeing. 

This is the very stand and assertion of the 
communists. There is no design of ‘“‘propaganda’’ 
here, none. whatsoever. 

All these are what the Korean communists 
have consistently held from 30 years ago in their 
Programme; these are the questions that have 
been translated into reality in North Korea after 
liberation. 

Unlike the bourgeois politicians to whom de- 
c€ption is nothing unusual, communists are alien 


to inconsistency of speech and action. 

After liberation the people of North Korea 
under the leadership of the communists liquidat- 
ed the evil colonialist ruling machinery of Ja- 


panese imperialism, established the people's 
power, and enforced the historical democratic 
reforms. 


As a result of the enforcement of the demo- 
cratic reforms including land reform and indus- 
trial nationalization in North Korea, the coloni- 
alist and feudal relations of production were 
liquidated and a broad avenue for the democra- 
tic development of society was opened. 


The people of North Korea, expanding and 
strengthening the achievements registered in the 
democratic revolution, have advanced along the 
road of socialism in keeping with the lawful 
demands of social development. With the success- 
ful execution of the socialist revolution, exploi- 
tation and oppression of man by man were liqui- 
dated and a é socialist system was founded in 
North Korea. 

‘The productive forces were freed from all 
shackles to make a rapid advance, and the 
material wealth of society increased swiftly. 

All these brought fundamental changes in the 
social position and life of the people. 


The peasants of North Korea became owners 
of the land and they were forever relieved from 
poverty and humiliation they had suffered for 
generations. They were not only liberated from 
the feudal exploitation of the landlords and 
usurers but also took leave of the small-scale 
private farming for good, the last source of 
exploitation and poverty; and became proud 
masters of the socialist co-operative farming in 
which they work and live together, pooling their 
energy and zeal. 

The peasants cast aside illiteracy and ignorance 
and became to possess advanced thoughts and cul- 
ture. 

As a result of agricultural irrigation in North 
Korea, drought and flood can harm no more the 
peasants who reap a bumper harvest every 
year. 

With agricultural electrification and mechani- 
zation and big strides made in chemicalization, 
the peasants’ work became easier and joyous, 
while they harvest bigger yields. The technical 
revolution in the countryside is bringing nearer 
the day when the farmers will be finally freed 
from arduous and labour-consuming work. 


The communists have-paid great concern and 
deep solicitude to increasing the income of the 
peasants and improving their living, and there 
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has been fine fruition already. 

In all parts of North Korea the livelihood of 
all peasants reached the level of middle and rich 
middle peasants. Straw-roofed huts in which the 
peasants had lived for generations gave way to 
cozy modern farm houses. Leading a happy life, 
they are waging a vigorous struggle to make all 
inhabitants of North Korea wear silk clothes 
and eat rice and much meat in the near future. 

All these show that the centuries-old aspira- 
tions of our peasants are being materialized in 
North Korea under the leadership of the com- 
munists. 

This is the politics what the communists know. 
Workers of North Korea freed from the distres- 
sing life in which they knew only hunger, rags, 
and back-breaking labour, became masters of 
everything. 

Under the guidance of the communists, the 
working class of North Korea leading the work- 
ing masses including peasants has freed the en- 
tire people from every expression of exploitation 
and oppression, and successfully fulfilled the his- 
torical duty of liberating itself and is guiding 
the whole society through its Party and govern- 
ment. 


Today the North Korean workers are not the 
proletariat of yesterday who had only fists, nor 
the wage slaves to exploiters, chained by re- 
muneration of a few pennies. 

They have become masters of factories, mines 
—all means of production. 


For the workers of North Korea no more exist 
the threat of unemployment and starvation, and 
forced labour, 

They all have stable jobs and are joyfully 
working and studying in mechanized, automated 
modern enterprises. 

Thanks to the consistent efforts of the com- 
munists who regard man as the most precious, 
every concern is turned to the safety and pro- 
tection of workers at work; the attainments of 
modern science are promptly introduced into pro- 
duction to free workers from hard work. 

Under our system, the workers together with 
technicians and office employees receive a paid 
vacation of 14-28 days. Then the aged and 
disabled are benefited by the advanced social 
security system which makes them lead a life 
free from all cares at state expense. 

With the rapid growth of production, the ma- 
terial and cultural standards of the workers 
keep rising with each passing day. 

In the northern part of the Republic the work- 
ers and peasants enjoy and exercise fully free- 
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dom and democratic rights, and they are playing 
a leading role in all spheres of the state and 
social life. 

Suffice to point out that the proportion of re- 
presentatives of the workers and farmers ac- 
counts for 72.3 per cent of the deputies to the 
Supreme People’s Assembly, the highest organ 
of the state power, and 70.03 per cent of the 
deputies to the people’s assemblies of all levels, 
the local state power organs. 


This is the politics what the communists know. 

The worker-peasant alliance which is guided 
by the working class is the firm base of our social 
system. 

The workers and peasants of North Korea 
led by the communists ‘shattered the fallacy of 
slanders of the exploiters—the working people 
have no ability to run the state—and proved 
that the very able administrators of the state 
and excellent managers of economy and culture 
are the workers and peasants themselves. 

In North Korea the situation of intellectuals 
has changed fundamentally. 

The old intellectuals who worked under the 
colonial rule of Japanese imperialism in the past 
are now working proudly for the fatherland 
and people. 


Because they were discriminated and humi- 
liated at the hands of Japanese imperialism the 
intellectuals of our country have a revolutionary 
character of hating and opposing imperialism. 
From the first day of liberation, the communists 
have embraced them showing magnanimity and 
transformed them into reliable builders of the 
new society. 

Along with this, new intellectuals were trained 
in a big way among the working people, and a 
nation-wide struggle is being waged to carry 
through the historic task of raising the educa- 
tional level of the working people to that of the 
intellectuals. 


Our society provides intellectuals with all 
material and _ technical conditions needed for 
scientific researches and _ creative activities. 
Today our intellectuals are serving the interests 
of the working masses displaying their talents 
to the full thanks to the wise policy of the com- 
munists on intellectuals, and are registering suc- 
cesses of world significance in the fields of 
scientific research and creative activities. 

There are neither exploiters nor the exploited 
in the northern part of the Republic. Comradely 
relations of cooperating with and helping each 
other prevail among the people. 

All the achievements registered in economic 


and cultural fields are for the wellbeing of the 
working people, and no one has worries about 
employment, and food, clothing, and housing. 

Under the conditions in which all social and 
cultural establishments including hospitals and 
schools are ceased to be money making setups, 
and free education and free medical service are 
in effect, everyone is studying free from all 
cares, and even serious cases and uncurable 
sickness are treated free of charge. 

Nurseries and kindergartens are run at state 
and social expenses, providing ample opportuni- 
ties for all women to take part in the affairs of 
society. Scenic spots once disgraced and abused 
by the exploiters—the parasites—are now at the 
disposal of the working people for rest and health 
free of charge. All facilities for vacationing, 
rest, and recuperation are provided. 

All this was unthinkable in the past. But this 
is real today, and the working people are lead- 
ing a happy life. Yet, all this did not come of 
itself. 

It has been possible because the aim and poli- 
cles of the communists reflected the will and 
aspirations of the people, and because the com- 
munists fought selflessly and ‘single-heartedly to 
defend the interests of the popular masses and 
the nation. 

The communists went through every twist and 
turn and did all they could for the building of 
self-sufficient, independent country lest our na- 
tion become again the slave of the imperialists. 
The communists wanted the people to lead a de- 
cent life like others and the fatherland to be- 
come a prospering and strong country. 

Like this, the northern part of the country, a 
backward agricultural country, has been convert- 
ed into an advanced industrial-agricultural coun- 
try with a firm foundation of an independent na- 
tional economy in a historically short span of 
time. 

Now the northern part of the country is equip- 
ped with a powerful heavy industrial base and 
it can make everything it needs on its own-- 
from tractors and electric locomotives to large- 
Size metallurgical equipment and the vinalon 
factory, which demonstrated the might of the 
country’s technical revolution. 

We have also a light industry which can 
Satisfy the people’s needs with home-made pro- 
ducts, and an advanced agriculture which has 
turned North Korea, once an area of food shor- 
lage, into an area to enjoy a surplus. 

We have already built a firm foundation on 
Which we can run the country with raw mate- 
tlals, technique and strength of our own, and 


built grandiose modern cities and cultured vil- 
lages our forefathers could not even imagine on 
the devastated land by U.S. imperialism. 

The communists also did everything in their 
power to revive and develop the national culture 
wantonly trampled down by Japanese imperial- 
ism, and ushered in a period of brilliant efflo- 
rescence. 

In North Korea there is a big contingent of 
national technicians numbering 220,000, and 
science is making a rapid advancement, too. 

Our national culture and art with a time-hon- 
oured tradition is blooming in North Korea, en- 
riching the cultural treasure-house of the world. 

The people in the northern part of the coun- 
try who became real masters in all spheres of 
social life—politics, economy, and culture—are 
rallied with one mind and one will around the 
Workers’ Party of Korea, the Party of the 
communists that brought them social emancipa- 
tion and national prestige. 

With the outstanding achievements registered 
in building a new society, the communists have 
raised unprecedentedly the international prestige 
of our country and our nation. 

In the question of foreign relations we work 
out all policies independently and defend the 
sovereignty and dignity of the nation and ter- 
ritorial integrity, maintaining political, economic 
and cultural relations with other countries on 
the principle of complete equality and mutual 
respect. 

These are what the communists have accom- 
plished in the northern part of the Republic 
leading the popular masses. 

This is the very politics the Korean commun- 
ists know. 

Before this stern reality, can anyone set com- 
munism against the nation? Can anyone chal- 
lenge the truth that the communists are the most 
resolute defender of national interests? 

There are some in South Korea who are 
disposed to speak ill of communism categorically, 
or utter the nonsense of the non-existent ‘“‘com- 
munist threat’. These are the people who fear 
the truth and betray the people and nation. 

We advise those in South Korea, who want 
to know what’ the communists have done in 
North Korea and brought to the people, to come 
to North Korea and see everything for themsel- 
ves. Always we will welcome them and provide 
them with all convenience. 

As an old saying has it, “seeing is believing.” 
To understand the reality of North Korea and 
communism there is nothing like coming over 
and seeing the reality of North Korea. And we 
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sincerely wish that such a way be opened for 
the South Korean people. 

No one can deny the great national successes 
and exploits the Korean communists have made 
in North Korea. 

It is none other than the communists of Korea 
who restored the history and culture of the na- 
tion, once lost, and brought a worthwhile life 
to the entire people. And they are defending 
honourably the national independence and so- 
vereignty. 

It is none other than the communists who have 
led the people to laying the valuable where- 
withal in North Korea for the national flourish 
of the entire Korean people and prosperity for 
generations to come. 

The communists made immortal exploits that 
will remain forever in the history of the nation. 
Yet, never a moment did they forget the national 
misfortune from the division of the fatherland. 
Nor did they put aside the prime and formost 
national task of unifying the country. 

While the successive ‘‘anti-communist”’  ele- 
ments in South Korea engaged in the machina- 
tion of national split and selling off the national 
sovereignty and arteries of the economy to the 
imperialists, the Korean communists built a re- 
liable foundation for the prosperity and progress 
of the nation and waged and are waging a per- 
sistent struggle for the realization of the coun- 
try’s unification on the basis of non-outside inter- 
ference, peace, and democratic principles, the un- 
animous aspiration of the thirty million of Korea. 

The glorious path traversed by the Korean 
communists and the great achievements made 
by them show that the communists are the most 
loyal defenders of national interests and the most 


ardent patriots who are working selflessly, 
shouldering the destiny of the fatherland and 
people. 


The destiny of the Korean nation is unthink- 
able apart from the communists. Only victory 
and bright future are promised for the Korean peo- 
ple who are led by the communists. 


3. RAISE HIGH THE BANNER OF PATRIOT- 

ISM FOR FREEDOM AND HAPPINESS OF THE 

PEOPLE AND FOR THE REALIZATION OF 
UNITY OF THE NATION 


The South Korean people should draw a due 
conclusion from the two diflerent realities—the 
path traversed by the people of North Korea 
under the guidance of communists and the other 
traversed by South Korea where the “anti-com- 
munism”’ was hoisted as the “‘state policy’’. 
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The working people of South Korea including 
workers and peasants should refuse to be deceiv- 
ed by the slogan of ‘‘anti-communism” and 
should judge by themselves what course they 
should take, and must find the way to real free- 
dom and emancipation. 

Would there be anyone who can materialize 
the earnest wishes of the South Korean working 
people to cast aside hunger and poverty and lead 
a free, happy, and cultural life? The U.S. impe- 
rialists and their puppet rulers? The exploiters 
who under the slogan of ‘‘anti-communism”’ are 
stifling the freedom and democratic rights of 
the popular masses and fattening on the sweat 
and blood of the people? 


No! They can not. 

Only the communists can, and the masses them- 
selves can. 

The South Korean working masses should be- 
come masters of their own destiny. 

Freedom and liberation will not come automa- 
tically in the way of the working masses who are 
suffering exploitation and oppression. Nor will 
they be given to them on a silver platter. 

Liberation will come to the exploited, oppres- 
sed masses only through the uncompromising 
struggle against the oppressors and exploiters 
under the leadership of the working class, the 
most revolutionary class. 


Communism is a revolutionary idea illustrat- 
ing scientifically the way to liberation to the 
working class and working masses, giving them 
Strength, courage, and confidence and teaching 
them the means of realizing their wishes and 
needs. 

Unless the working people grasp the commu- 
nist ideas, unless they make efforts to translate 
them into reality, they will not be able to cast 
aside the unbearable misfortunes and tribulations 
that are pressing down them hard. But they will 
be chained ‘to slavery whether they like it or 
not. 


The exploiter society imposing on the work- 
ing people a slave life is a heaven for a handful, 
the exploiters, but a hell for the majority—the 
working masses. 


Only by waging a positive struggle to realize 
the ideals of communism can the working people 
including workers and peasants be freed from 
exploitation, oppression, poverty, and non-rights, 
and become real masters of society and owners 
of the means of production, science, and culture. 

The reality in North Korea testifies that only 
communism and the political power of the work- 
ers and peasants can bring real freedom and 


happiness to the people. 

The exploited masses of South Korea must 
follow the example of the people of North Korea 
to win a life and a bright future, and march 
along the road of victory illustrated by scienti- 
fic communism. 

The broad sections of working people including 
workers and peasants must fight for communism 
_the banner of their liberation. 

To struggle for social and national liberation 
pased on the communist ideals is the sacred 
rights and freedom of the South Korean working 
masses that will not tolerate any encroachment 
by others. 

Freedom of ideology and conscience is the 
very foundation of human rights and the basic 
norm of democracy. 

Without communist ideas and freedom of ac- 
tivities for communists, no democratic freedom 
for the whole society is possible. Accordingly, 
no democratization of the South Korean society 
will be possible. 

Just as the working masses and people, the 
basic elements of the society comprising the 
absolute majority of the population, cannot be 
removed, the communist ideology that stands for 
the interests of the people can not be stifled. 
Nor can the growth of the communist movement 
be barred at the place where the communists 
exist. 


It is an objective law of the development of 
history of society that all advanced ideclogies 
and movements always triumph notwithstanding 
all barbarous suppressions by the reactionary 
classes. ‘‘Anti-communism’’ is the last, frenzied 
machination of those who are in the gasping 
Stage. The ‘“‘anti-ccommunist’” schemes of U.S. 
imperialism and its stooges are doomed to be 
rejected ultimately by the popular masses. 


The South Korean working masses must reso- 
lutely smash the anti-popular schemes that brand 
the belief in communism and the activities of 
the communists as a ‘“‘violation of state policy’, 
and win a lawful position for communism. 


Complete freeddm should be _ guaranteed 
unconditionally to all in South Korea for belief 
in and study and propagation of communist ideas. 

The South Korean people must actively sup- 
Port the activities of the communists who are 
Waging a selfless fight for the interests of the 
fatherland and people despite the bestial sup- 
Pression by U.S. imperialism and its running 
dogs, and steadily expand the ranks of the fol- 
lowers of communism. 

The ranks of the communist followers must be 


reinforced to be an organized political force. 

To this end, the popular masses in South 
Korea must attain the lawful position for the 
Marxist-Leninist Party, the real vanguard defend- 
ing their interests. 

The working masses without such a Party are 
as good as a ship without a compass, or an 
army without a chief of staff; consequently, the 
struggle for their class and national liberation 
can not be _ victorious. 

Only the Marxist-Leninist Party can defend 
the interests of the working masses and unite 
all the patrictic forces and give a correct gui- 
dance to their struggle. 

To build and strengthen a Marxist-Leninist 
Party is a question that determines success or 
failure of the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal 
revolutionary movements in South Korea. It is 
a question on which the fate of the entire South 
Korean people hinges. Therefore, the broad sec- 
tions of the working masses including workers 
and peasants must do all they can for its speedy 
realization. — | 

That the communist movement should grow 
in South Korea is a lawful demand for realizing 
the complete social emancipation of the South 
Korean people and an indispensable demand for 
promoting the unification of the country. The 
communists are the most staunch patriotic force 
that defends the interests of the nation, and the 
political force that is waging a most resolute 
struggle to solve national preblems facing our 
people. Only by expanding and strengthening 
the patriotic forces, can we deal severe blows 
t the foreign aggressors and their hirelings— 
the traitors— that stand in the way of nation’s uni- 
fication. Today the communists regard, as in 
the past, the unification of the country as the 
first and foremost national task and are waging 
an invariable fight for its realization. 

To realize the country’s unification, the most 
urgent national task, it is necessary to unite 
all patriotic forces of the nation. 

Now our nation has sufficient power to solve 
victoriously the historic task of unifying the coun- 
try. 

The question pivots upon that of uniting the 
entire Korean people, the very source of the 
strength of the nation, and how the united 
strength of the nation fight against U.S. imperi- 
alism and its stooges. 

Therefore, it is the stand of the communists 
that all patriotic forces must unite and cooperate 
in solving the national question confronting the 
Korean people. And they have fought persistent- 
ly for its realization. 
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‘We, communists always hold that we firmly 
unite and cooperate with all political parties, 
social organizations, and individuals that are 
fighting for peaceful unification and national in- 
dependence.”’ (Kim I! Sung) 

Proceeding from the concern for the country 
and love of the nation the communists demand 
and appeal for national unity. 

There is no reason and ground, none whatso- 
ever, why the communists and other patriotic 
forces can not be united. 

The popular masses of the nation, irrespective 
of the class or segments, are experiencing the 
tragedy of territorial division and national split, 
which the United States imperialists have brought 
to the nation. 


Accordingly, to drive out U.S. imperialism 
and to realize the country’s unification is the 
urgent common aim of the Korean people and 
their common programme of struggle. 

This shows that there exists a community 

of aim of struggle and interests between the 
communists and all other patriotic forces in solv- 
ing the immediate national questions. 
_ Is there any reason why we, who are fighting 
for the same goal with same interests, can not 
unite with all patriotic forces for the great 
cause of the national unification? Is there any 
reason why one cannot join hands with the com- 
munists? 

Furthermore, no question on the present or 
future of the nation can be discussed without 
the participation of the communists. Isn’t this 
our reality today? 


In dealing with the national problems of cop- 
ing with the difficulties that the nation faces and 
of realizing the unification of the country, we 
must proceed from the correct evaluation of 
the actual position that the communists hold in 
our country. 

No one can deny the stern fact that in Korea 
communism is a firm, realistic force playing the 
chief role in the development of history of our 
country. 


Today the communists are the guiding force in 
the society of North Korea, a half of the coun- 
try. 

The people in North Korea long before 4dc- 
cepted at their own will the communist ideas 
as their guiding ideas. 

The communists leading the people have built 
a democratic base with a firm material founda- 
tion on which all the patriotic forces can rely. 

While facing the aggressive forces of U.S. 
imperialism, the democratic base of the northern 
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part firmly guarantees the people for national 
freedom, independence and a new life; it is 
building up an impregnable strength and a 
wherewithal for national resurrection. 

Therefore the unity of the South Korean peo- 
ple with the patriotic, socialist forces of North 
Korea is the basic condition for the nation to 
secure strength for national resurrection within 
itself. 


Only through the unity and cooperation be- 
tween the people in the North and South the 
country can be unified by the nation on its own 
without foreign interference; only through North- 
South economic cooperation and cultural inter- 
course the economy and culture can be restored 
and developed and the pressing question of li- 
velihood be solved in South Korea. 

It is the unshakable logic of the stern reality 
and life that no basic task that the nation is 
facing can be solved, nor can there be happiness 
for the people, if the communists are rejected. 

Therefore, people of all sections of life, all 
organizations, and individuals must unite with 
the communists, if they are really concerned 
about the destiny of the nation and wish to see 
the country united. 

The national propertied class of South Korea 
too must take the road to union with the com- 
munists. The communists do not encroach upon 
the interests of the national propertied -class. 
On the contrary, it is their firm stand to make 
them work for the development of the national 
economy and open a road for them. 

No change can be expected in the situation of 
the national propertied class of South Korea, 
unless the colonialist rule of U.S. imperialism 
which is plunging them into the mire of bank- 
ruptcy is rooted out. 


South Korea’s colonialist, semi-feudal economic 
system maintained by U.S. imperialism is the 
hindrance to the growth of national capital; 
its harsh plunder and oppression is the _ basic 
factors in hastening the bankruptcy and ruin of 
national capital. 


Particularly, the artificial division of North 
and South, the making of U.S. imperialism, is 
choking the national economy of South Korea 
from all practical possibilities of rapid growth 
through the North-South economic cooperation. 

Under these conditions, it is self-evident 
that patriotic nationalism, which is there to de- 
fend the independence of the country and natio- 
nal interests and fight against the imperialist 
aggression, can join hands with the communists 
in fighting the enemy of the nation. 


We bear in mind the historic experience of 
communists cooperating with the patriotic na- 
tionalists. 

In April i948, communists and conscientious 
nationalists including Kim Koo met at the _ his- 
toric North-South Joint Conference to discuss 
the questions that concerned the interests of the 
entire nation. 

Kim Koo was, of course, not a communist. 
But, because he wished to take the road with 
{he people rejecting the alien aggressors, we 
could gladly co-operate with him for the inter- 
ests of the entire nation. 

We know numerous examples of other coun- 
tries where the communists cooperate with re- 
presentatives of the propertied class to oppose 
foreign aggressors and to cope with the national 
crisis and protect the interests of the people. 

All facts show that there exist no objective 
conditions barring the patriotic propertied class 
from uniting with the communists for national 
interests. Nor is there any reason why they 
should hesitate to join hands with the commu- 
nists. 

That people of all walks of life including pa- 
triolic nationalists in South Korea must unite 
with the communists is the sole practical and 
just road contributing to the promotion of na- 
tional interests and realization of the unification 
of the country. 

Therefore, in the question of uniting with the 
communists, the attitude of all parties, social 
organizations and individuals determines if they 
are on a patriotic stand. 

The unity of all people who aspire for the 
unification of the nation against U.S. imperialism 
is the sole way to national salvation and to 
fulfilling the national task. 

We have repeatedly held that it is urgent for 
all patriotic forces to unite and form a nation- 
wide united front. 

The prime task confronting the South Korean 
people to form the united national front is to 
establish an anti-American, national-salvation 
united front in South Korea. 

Only the united front banding together patriotic 
People of all sections on the socio-political basis 
of the worker-peasant alliance led by the work- 
ing class can cement the unity of the patriotic 
forces so as to solve the national task facing 
the Korean people. 

This united front implies the cohesion of 
Workers and peasants and patriotic forces of all 
Walks of life—intellectuals, youths and students, 
then urban petty bourgeoisie and national pro- 
Pertied class. It also means an all nation unity 


of the communists and all patriotic parties, so- 
cial organizations, and individuals. 

In order to oppose U.S. imperialists and realise 
the unification of the country, all should firmly 
unite irrespective of ideologies and _ political 
views one may hold. 

At this grave moment of coping with the na- 
tional crisis, we must unite with every one so 
long as he loves the fatherland. No one would 
ask of his past. His class background, social posi- 
tion, political views and religious believes would 
not stand in our way. 

Among our people there are some who had 
a disgraceful past before the nation in the days 
of Japanese colonialist rule and during the past 
19 years of U.S. occupation of South Korea. 

This is the consequences of the historical con- 
ditions and social environments of our country. 

Without taking into account these complicated 
situation created due to the aggressive policies 
of imperialists, if we argue for or against one’s 
past for the sake of argument, and exclude one 
from other, it will only benefit the U.S. impe- 
Yialists whose aggressive army invaded our 
country, and do harm to national interests. 


If all the patriotic forces of North and South 
gather together under the common programme 
and aim, and wage a common struggle pooling 
united strength of tens of millions of the peo- 
ple, they can certainly destroy the bulwark of 
the reactionaries and solve the national task of 
unification and independence of the country. 

Union is strength. 

We must blaze the way to unification of the 
country with the united strength of the nation. 

The unification of our country should be rea- 
lized by way of establishing a united, central 
government through North and South general, 
democratic elections without any foreign inter- 
ference under the condition in which freedom of 
political activities is ensured for all parties and 
social organizations including the Communist 
Party. 


To this end, we must drive out from South 
Korea the U.S. aggressive troops. the main hin- 
drance to the country’s unification, and work 
out reasonable and realistic measures for unifi- 
cation, thus exploring step by step the road to 
the country’s unification. 


We must wage a common struggle to realise 
the measures for breaking down the barrier be- 
tween the North and the South and furthering 
the interests of the whole nation—from the pos- 
tal service and travel between North and South 
to the conclusion of a peace agreement, reduc- 
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tion of the strength of the armed forces, the eco- 
nomic and cultural intercourse, and a Confede- 
ration. 

To explore the realistic way to the country’s 
unification by the Korean people, it is necessary, 
first of all, for the communists, representatives 
of all patriotic parties and social organizations 
and individuals to meet at one place for discus- 
sion and negotiation. 


The Korean question will never be solved 
through discussions among the foreigners in 
Washington or in New York. 

The Korean question must be solved by the 
Koreans. 

U.S. imperialism and its stooges are busy 
spreading that the unification of Korea by the 
Koreans means “‘communisation’’ of South Korea. 

No one is imposing communism on South Ko- 
rea, nor can it be done. 


What advanced ideology or advanced system 
a nation chooses is determined by the will of 
the people themselves, not by any outside impo- 
sition. 

As far as the social system to be established 
after the unification is concerned, it is a matter 
of choice of the people themselves—the rights 
exclusively being theirs. 

The slanderous propaganda of the enemies on 
“ceommunisation” is their scheme to hamper the 
question of unification being solved on the basis 
of democratic principles in which the genuine 
free will of the people will be ensured. 

As to the question of government, the com- 
munists did not and do not hold that only they 
take power. 

The communists hold that a democratic govern- 
ment be established, elected by the will of the 
people and reflecting the will of the people of 
all walks of life. 

This government should be a real people's 
government participated by communists and re- 
presentatives of all patriotic parties and social 
crganization, representing the interests of the 
broad sections of the popular masses including 
the working people and even the national pro- 
pertied class. This political power should be 
such one that exercises democracy to the popular 
masses, the master of the political power, but 
dictatorship to those who betray the nation. 

The dictatorship of the people to the handful 
of feudal landlords, comprador capitalists, and 
reactionary bureaucrats—all subservient to U.S. 
imperialism—is indispensable for realizing the 
sovereignty and democracy of the nation. Be- 
cause these elements serve as the very guides 
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of the U.S. imperialist aggression, because they 
are its faithful allies, because they are cruel ex- 
ploiters and oppressors of the South Korean 
people. 

They are human butchers who wantonly sup- 
press and kill the patriotic people to wreck the 
revolutionary cause of the Korean people for the 
country’s unification. They are national traitors 
who stop at nothing to sell off the interests of 
the nation to benefit U.S. imperialism. 

Therefore, it is only correct to exercise the 
dictatorship against them. 


Only such a democratic political power can 
free the whole nation from the yoke of imperi- 


alism and realise the unification and indepen- 
dence, and complete self-reliance and self-sus- 
tenance. 


Only such a political power can free the peo- 
ple from the colonialist and feudal relations re- 
maining in our country and defend the interests 
of the working people and the people of all sec- 
tions including workers and peasants. 

Only such a power can ensure the South Ko- 
rean people a happy life and a bright future. 

Only when the question of Korea’s unification 
is solved in this way, it will serve the interests 
of the nation. 

The South Korean people must rise up in the 
anti-American, country salvation struggle with- 
out delaying even a moment to liquidate the 
U.S. colonialist rule, seek the way to national re- 
juvenation and_ prosperity, and realize the na- 
tional aspiration for the country’s unification. 

This is the call of the fatherland and people. 
And it is the aspiration of the people that no 
one can stop. 


This righteous desire which reflects the as- 
piration of the nation and people will surely be 
victorious. 

Those who _ forget the lesson of history and 
stick to “‘anti-communism’”’ will doom to ruin. 
The enemy of the people were desperate for 
their attempt to destroy communism, but it was 
they who were ruined. It was with Hitler, 
Mussolini, and Tojo. And _ it was the lot of 
Chang Kai-snek and Syngman Rhee who did 
everything to oppose communism riding on the 
strength of American imperialism. 


Smash the slogan of ‘‘anti-ccommunism” im- 
posed by U.S. imperialism and its stooges! Raise 
high the slogan of anti-U.S. imperialism! 

‘“Anti-communism”’ is the way to betrayal of 
the nation and self-destruction; the unity of the 
whole nation including communists is the way 
to unification and prosperity of the fatherland. 
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
